THE DEMANDS ON CHINA 


THE HIGHER CLASSES OF CHINESE 
BENT ON FIGHTING. 

WAR PREPARATIONS AT FOO-CHOO—PRIME 
MINISTER FERRY DEMANDS A CREDIT OF 
43,000,000 FRANCS, 

Foo-CHoo, Nov. 26.—The Chinese Gov- 
ernment has warned foreigners that the Kin-Pai 
Channel is protected with torpedoes, excepting 
& passage of 100 feet in width. Thousands of 
troopsare actively drilling here. Foreigners are 
rigidly excluded from the arsenal, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the reason for this exclusion 
is the Chinese desire to conceal the extent of the 
damage wrought by the French bombardment 
and the consequent stoppage of work. The En- 
giish and American gunboats are still lying off 
' the toreign settlement, so as to afford protection 
| to neutrals, should occasion demand it. The 
| Chinese higher classes are bent on fighting, and 
| are doing all in their power to discourage the 
i overtures of peace.

THE POWERS AND THE CONGO. 
PROBABLE ACCEPTANCE OF STANLEY’S DE- 
LIMITATION SCHEME, 

BERLIN, Nov. 26.—It 1s expected that the 
delimitation of the Congo basin will be settled at 
the meeting of the conference on Thursday. 
The basis for this will be Mr. Henry M. Stanley’s 
scheme, slightly modifiea as regards the eastern 





coast. Most of the Powers are disposed to accept 
the indicated settlement of this question, and it 
is hoped that Portugal also will be induced to do 
so. 

Herr Bastian, the traveler and ethnologist, 
holds the opinion that the River Longa, which 
enters the Atlantic about 300 miles south of the 
Congo, is the northern limit of Portugal’s ter- 
ritory. The Angola country, which lies between 
this river and the Congo, is in the hands of 
natives, who have concluded independent treaties 
with the commanders of British men-of-war. 
It is unlikely that the conference will allow 
Portugal’s claims beyond the Longa. A belief 
is current that Russia and Austria intend to 
recognize the African International Assoviation.

A DEFEAT FOR BISMARCK. 

; THE REICHSTAG VOTES FOR THE PAYMENT 
OF SALARIES TO ITS MEMBERS. 
BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The Reichstag to-day, 
by a vote of 180 against 99, adopted a resolution 
in favor of the payment of its members for their 
services as legislators. he resolution was 
strongly opposed by Prince Bismarck. The re- 
sult is considered asa signal defeat of Prince 

Bismarck, 

Inthe debate Prince Bismarck stated that the 
non-payment of members of the Reichstag was 
a correlative of the Electoral system, and rested 
upon acompromise between the States compos- 
ing theempire. He deprecated the payment of 
salaries to members, as having a tendency to 
lengthen the sessions, and as being in principle 
inimical to the interests of the country. The 
present parties in the Reichstag are engaged in 
a perpetual struggle between the empire and 
the church. Prince Bismarck, continuing, 
said that he considered the new Liberals So- 
cialists, and the People’s Party were all 
republicans. He admitted that his former 
, mMisgivings—-that the action of Federal Govern- 
, ents might jeopardize the unity of the empire 
| —had proved to be unfounded, but for the last 
10 years he had not seen a Reichstag which couid 
be called a national body. He strongly disap- 
proved of the principles of the new Liberals and 
pointed out that the affairs of the country would 
| remain at a standstiil unless the Government 
was in accord with the Reichstag and the Bun- 
ogg which latter is the more important 

ody.

Premier 
Macdonald, replying to the complimentary 
remarks of Lord Lorne, gave a review of the 
40 years of his public lite in Canada, and said 
that whether he was speaking in the backwoods 
or in the cities of the Dominion the sentiment of 
loyalty to England was always welcomed by his 
hearers. The Dominion of Canada, he said, 
would of its own choice always remain in close 
connection with Great Britain, but it was ob- 
vious that there ought to be a closer connection 
and asystem of offense and defense. He con- 
cludea by saying that he considered the proposal 
fora direct representation of the Dominion of 
Canada in the British House of Commons as en- 
tirely impracticable.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 26.—Westall & Co., mer- 
chants at No. 135 Fenchurch-street, E. C., have 
failed. Their liabilities are believed to be small. 

Scarboro Brothers, worsted spinners at Hali- 
fax, have failed for £130,000. The failure was 
caused by the depression of trade. 

There was a conference of Liberal and Con- 
servative leaders at Mr. Gladstone’s residence 
to-day. The Standard says there is good reason 
to believe that an amicable solution of the Re- 
distribution problem is by no means certain, as 
there are several very difficult obstacles to over- 
come. 

Mrs. Bishop, a sister of Sir Stafford Northcote, 
has written a letter, in which she says: * Miss 
Coleridge managed her father’s house as work- 
ing housekeeper for six years, receiving £s0 
yearly. Since she left her father’s house she has 
lived in a small lodging house, and received no 
regular allowance trom her father, only occa- 
sional checks.

It, 
is probable that the Right Hon. George J.

Sir R. D. Bb. Morier, the English Minister at 
Madrid, advises the British Foreign Office that 
negotiations have been resumed tor a commer- 
cial treaty with England. He states that Spain 
offers the ** most favored nation” treatment for 
an exchange or extension of the alcoholic scale 
for wines. An agreement between the two 
countries is considered probable. 

Lillian Russell’s action against D’Oyly Carte 
for breach of an engagement has been settled 
out of court. D’Oyly Carte will pay Miss Rus- 
se!l’s costs, 

The score in the walking match at the conclu- 
sion of to-day’s trial at 11 o’clock to-night stood 
as follows: Littlewood, 229; Rowell, 228; Mason, 
205; Cartwright, 200. 

An attempt, believed by Fenians, was made to- 
day to destroy by an explosive the Royston 
Town Hall, near Oldham, but the damage done 
was slight. No arrests have been made. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 26.—The municipal elec- 
tions in this city and Cork yesterday resulted 
in gains for the Nationaiists. 

TaNarERS, Nov. 26.—Friendly relations 
hate been resumed between France and Moroc- 
co. The French ironclad Suffren saluted the 
Moorish flag, and the salute was returned by the 
Moorish authorities. 

Vienna, Noy. 26.—A veritable epidemic 
of hydrophobia is prevailing in this city. Al- 
ready 80 cases have been reported, 11 of which 
have proved fatal. 

Five heavy shocks of earthquake were felt in 
Greta, the capital of Styria, yesterday. 

Paris, Nov. 26.—M. Andrieux is about to 
begin the publication of a new anti-Ministerial 
paper which wili be styled La Ligue. 

Although the cholera bulletins have been 
stopped isolated deaths from cholera continue 
to be reported. It is estimated that fully 100,000 
persons left Paris during the continuance of the 
epidemic. People are now returning to their 
homes in great numbers. 


MADRID, Nov. 26.—Sixty Professors of 
the University, including Democrats, Constitu- 
tionalists, and Conservatives, have signed a pro- 
test azainst the invasion of the university and 
the conduct of the troops toward the students. 
A proclamatiou has been issued by the Govern- 
ment prohibiting the gathering of groups of 
people in the streets. The newspapers seized by 
the Government include La Liberal, La iberia, 
La Discussion, La Matin, and La Dominicales.

DISASTERS ON THE J. AKES.

VESSELS WRECKED AND SEVERAL 
LIVES LOST. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 26.—The big 
storm which has prevailed over the great lakes 
for three days past has caused widespread disas- 
ter. Theioss of property is very great, $100,000 
or more,and a dozen or more lives have been 
sacrificed. The sudden change in the weather— 
a fall of 60° in one night—caught many craft 
out and the sufferings of the different crews were 
heartrending in the extreme. Reports of dias- 
ters from the storm continue to arrive. The 


schooner Mineral State, of Detroit, ison the rocks 
in bad shape in Little Bay de Noquet. 
She is owned in Detroit, and is worth 
$10,000, not counting the cargo. The 
schooner Radical is missing, and, with her crew 
ot six men,is probably at the bottom of the 
lake. It is believed that the westerly gales have 
wrought havoe with the schooner Chandler J. 
Wells, ashore on Whisky Island. Nothing has 
been heard from her or the wrecking expedition 
which went to her. Whisky Island is a high rock 
surrounded by dangerous rocky shoals, and the 
place where the Wells struck is exposed to nearly 
every kind of agale. The insurance companies 
holding risks on the vessel and her cargo have 
not heard anything from her, and it is generally 
believed that she will be a total wreck. She is 
valued at $14,000,and is ewned by the Iasco 
Transportation Company. Only recently she 
was given extensive repairs, and was in good 
shape when she stranded. The crew of the pro- 
peller Morley, ashore on Lake Superior, bave 
been heard from atastation 70 miles from the 
lake. They were obliged to walk the entire ais- 
tance, and suffered great hardship. The tug W. 
A. Moore, has gone to the wreck from the south, 
and Capt. Steddard from Toledo. The Morley 
ig said to be in bad shape, and in danger of 
becoming a total loss. The Morley is loaded 
witb 32,000 bushels of wheat from Duluth. She 
was built at Marine City by Morley in 1879, and 
is owned by the Wabash Railrqgad Company. She 
is valued at $56,000 and insured for $84,000 in the 
pool, $5,000 in the Detroit Fire and Marine, $5,000 
in the Mercantile, of Cleveland, and $5,000 in the 
Inland Fire and Marine. 

The schooner Mary Battle, which broke adrift 
from the steam barge Erin on Lake Superior 
during the recent gale, is ashore at Eagle River, 
and is reported te be a total loss. Her crew 
escaped in the yawl. The Battle measured 216 
tons, was owned by J. Battle, of St. Catharines, 
and was valued at $10,000. A dozen craft are 
still overdue, and the greatest fears for their 
safety are felt.

MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26.—The Judge fin- 
ished his charge to the jury at 6 o’clock this 
evening in the trial of the United States seaman 
James Sullivan, charged with the murder of 
Saloon Keeper John Tomney. Sullivan claimed 
that he had left a large sum of money in Tom- 
ney’s hands for safe keeping, and tvat the latter 
refused to restore it and denied that he ever bad 
it. In a resulting quarrel Tomney_ was shot 
and killed. After the Judge’s charge the 
court took a recess until 7 o’clock. When the 
Judge again took his seat, word was sent in that 
the jurors had agreed. The prisoner was put 
into the dock, and simultaneously the arbiters 
of his fate marched up the broad aisle and filed 
into their box. The murmur of voices ceased. 
There was a perfect stillness in the room. Out- 
side in the square the wind blowing through 
trees seemed to have the force and volume of a 
hurricane. The court cierk at last stepped over 
to the bar and the jury rose. There was an ex- 
change of formal! phrases, then the jury’s youth- 
ful foreman, his face ali bloodless and _ his voice 
trembling, answered that he and his fellows had 
found the prisoner guilty of murder in the first 
degree. A verdict of so higha grade was not 
commonly looked for, anda lowcry went up from 
the crowd of spectators. The condemned man 
himself was the quietest of all. Still in his suilor’s 
uniform with the light shining upon his weather- 
tanned face he stood leaning upon the iron rail 
of the dock gently tapping the heel of his boot 
upon the floor until two officers touched him on 
the shoulder and led him back to the big receiv- 
ing box. As he was taken to the van to be driven 
back to jail the Judge direted that he be b-onght 
up to court again on Friday.

THE SON OF BALFE THE COMPOSER 
IN A PRISON CELL. 
A SHIFTLESSS NEW-YORK GASFITTER SOLE 
HEIR TO THE FAMOUS MUSICIAN’S LARGE 
ESTATE. 


It was not until yesterday afternoon, 
when an application to bail M. W. Balfe was 
made in the Jefferson Market Police Court by 
Counselor C. A. L. Goldey, that it was known in 
the court that the only surviving son of the 
composer Michael William Balfe had beenina 
cell on a petty charge of assault and battery 
since last Monday. On that day a short, spare, 
symmetrically built man of middle age, with 
keen but honest blue eyes, a German cast of 
features, thin, brown hair, and a stubble beard, 
and who was in the garb of a workingman, was 
arraigned before Justice Patterson. Court 
Officer Joseph A. Gardener had arrested him at 
No. 519 Broome-street on the complaint of Ellen 
Thompson, of No. 9) Varick-street, who made 
affidavit that on Saturday the prisoner had 
knocked her down. 

The prisoner on his formal examination said 
with a pronounced English accent: “I’m not 
guilty; I never raised my hand against a woman 
in my life, and I can prove it,"”” He signed his 
name in a firm, bold hand M. W. Balfe, said he 
was 46 years old and a gasfitter. His explana- 
tion of the quarrel with the complainant not 
being satisfactory to the magistrate, he was 
committed to stand trial at the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions in default of $300 bail. When ves- 
terday afternoon the lawyer told Justice Patter- 
son that he would be able to furnish bail for 
Balfe he incidentally mentioned the prisoner's 
relationship to the author of the ** Bohemian 
Girl.” A reporter of THE TIMES subsequently 
talked with Mr. Ralfe in the examination room. 
The prisoner’s conversation showed that he 
was a well-educated man, and that he 
could speak German, French, and Italian 
fluently. He spoke frankly of his life and 
consented to tell as much of his romantic career 
as he remembered. His father, he said, was 
MichalWilliam Balfe,the composer,who wasborn 
in Ireland, and who married Lena Roser, a Hun- 
garian prima donna, wuom he metin Italy. The 
narrator was one of four children. His only 
brother died when very young. One of his sis- 


ters, Louisa, married Maximilian Behrend, a 
Dantzic grain merchantof immense wealth, who 
bad a chateau at Striess, near Dantzic, and a town 
residence in Berlin. The other sister, Victoria, 
had a fine voice, and became a prima donna. 
While singing at St. Petersburg she won the 
heart of Sir John Fiennes Crampton, the British 
Ambassador, who married her. She was subse- 
quently divorced from him and married one of 
oe richest Grandees of Spain,the Duque de 
rias. 

Michael William, the “‘ne’er-do-well” of the 
family, was born in 1838, either in Regent-street 
or at No. 19 Piccadilly, London. He was educated 
at the Royal Academy at Gosport and was 
destined for the Royal navy, but in playing 
hockey he was struck on the ankle by a bali and 
permanently incapacitated for the service. He 
was placed under the care of a clergyman at 
Bath with a view of his mastering the prelimi- 
nary examination at Oxford. He tired of study 
and importuned his indulgent mother until she 
consented to his going to Dantzic to his brother- 
in-law, Maximilian Behrend, who also spoiled 
him, although he put him in his office. Michael 
William tired of the routine of an office and 
the luxury of his sister’s chateau, and when he 
was li years old he went to sea in one of his 
brother-in-law’s vessels. Uponreaching London 
he proceeded to enjoy himself regardless of cost, 
using two letters of credit which Behrend bad 
given him. Finally Behrend’s agents told him 
they would not give him any more money to 
squander. The boy promptly sought out his 
father’s lawyers, procured money from them, 
and started alone to find his family in Italy. His 
route wus Paris, Lyons, ana Turin, where he 
joined the son of a banker, and going to Milan 
put up and lived in grand style at the Hotel 
della Marino. Once satiated with gayety he 
wrote to his mother, asking for money to join 
her at Venice. She showed ‘the letter to Baife, 
who wrote to his son that he had;found out how 
to get to Milan, and that he could go home by 
the way be came and as best he might. The boy 
wrote again to his mother, telling her that 1f she 
did not make haste there would be a large bill to 
poy, at the Hotel della Marino. She took the 

int, went to Milan, paid the bill, and her son 
went back with her to Venice, where Baife at 
first scolded him and then petted him. 

Soon afterward Baife decided that his son 
should complete his knowledge of German, 
and put him at a_=school at St. Goaar- 
hausen. Three months later Michael William 
walked out of the institution, saying he 
was tired of study, and, putting up at the prin- 
cipal hotel of the place, wrote to Brother-in-law 
Behrend for funds, saying that he was not 
treated well at the school and would like to go 
into an office again. Behrend sent him some 
money, with which he went to Glasgow, Scot- 
land. Soon afterward the Marquis of Down- 
shire procured him a commission in the East In- 
Cia Company’s service, and he went to Calcutta, 
where he reported at Fort William. and was sent 
to Meerut, 40 miles from Delhi, to join the Thirty- 
second East India Company’s Regiment. When 
he arrived he found the regiment cut to pieces, 
and was attached to the Seventy-fiftth Foot. 
The mutiny was over, and the Ensign dida year’s 
duty at 200 rupees per month. He had no field 
service, and, tiring of his profession, tendered 
his resignation, which the commanding officer 
declined to accept. Michael William, however. 
sailed for England, to find that his father and 
mother were at St. Petersburg with his sister 
Victoria, who was about to become Lady Cramp- 
ton. After idling for some time and being 
snubbed by his tather for his shiftlessness he 
tried various business enterprises, but failed in 
each. He went to London, and to his mother’s 
intense disgust and his father’s eternal dis- 
pleasure married Norah Maglin,a nursery goy- 
erness and the daughter of a merchant’s clerk. 
She is now living in this city and is the mother 
ot two daughters, Maude Lena, 19 vears old, and 
Victoria, 13 years old. Upon hearing of the mar- 
riage all young Balfe’s mother would do was to 
furnish rooms for the young couple at Kentish 
Town and make them « small allowance. 

Young Balte got along as well as he could 
until 1865, when he, with funds advanced by his 
mother, came to New-York. He bad about £100, 
and soon spent the money. ‘Then he looked in 
vain for employment until he was etivayed as 
usber by Manager Davis, of the New-York 
Theatre, where Lucy Rushton was playing. There 
Gasfitter Hudley taught the young stranger 
his trade, and Michael William was soon atie to 
leave the theatre, where he was paid $1 a night, 
and go into business for himself. He inveuted 
a light for bakers’ ovens, which, if managed by 
a man of greater business tact, might have 
yielded him a large sum, but it merely eked out 
a living for him, although to this day it is 
used in every large city in America. His 
father died in Surrey, England, in 1870, 
and Michael William, when he heard of it, wrote 
a touching letter to his mother asking her what 
she desired him to do. In her reply she asked 
him if he wanted to come back to England, and 
he returned answer that he would prefer having 
a little ready cash. She sent him $700 or $80v, 
which was soon spent, andin a year he took a 
blacksmith’s shop in South Fitth-avenue, be- 
tween Houston and Bleecker streets, only to be 
tired of the venture in six months. Then he had 
an express agency at the St. Charles Hotel, but 
was disgusted with the business in three months, 
and went “back to gasfitting and bakers’ 
lights.”’ 

In 1873 young Balfe’s mother wrote him that if 
he would behave she would get him a position 
in the banking house of the Rothschilds. He 
promised everything, and none to London with 
his family, was clerk in the dividend depart- 
ment of Rotnschild’s banking house, New-court, 
St. Swithen’s-lane. He‘ sickened”’ of the rou- 
tine, and went gasfitting in London and Ireland. 
In 1879 he had imposed on his family to such an 
extent that they could no longer give him any 
money, and his mother almost discarded him. 
At last he wrote to the Duque de Frias, his Span- 
ish brother-in-law. ‘The grandee wrote him a 
haughty, angry letter, expressing aston- 
ishment at his impudence, but he never- 
theless sent hisJawyer to Michael William, and 
in 1880 he and his family came again to New- 
York. He was promised an allowance by his 
mother, but she only forwarded £20 through W. 
A. Ponda & Co., and appeared glad to get rid of 
him. Since then Balfe has been earning a pre- 
carious living as a gasfitter, and when arrested 
by Otficer Gardener was found in bed smok- 
ing aclay pipe. He was bailed late in the after- 
noon by Nelson Pardee, a hotel keeper, of No. 
188 Bleecker-street, and when he left the court 
he said that if his mother did right by him or 
died be would have money and do differently. 

The value of the composer’s estate, which in- 
cluded several houses, was about $300,000, and 
Michael William appears to be the sole heir.

AN ATTEMPT TO BURN A TOWN. 


THE INCENDIARY ARRESTED, BUT ON HIS 
WAY TO JAIL HE ESCAPES. 

PorrsvILLE, Penn., Nov. 26.—An attempt 
Was made this morning to burn the town of 
Mahanoy Plane, with a population of 2,500 
people. It is one of the most important rail- 
road and coal centres in the region, situated 11 
miles from this city. About2 o’ciock this morn- 
ing several miners returning from work dis- 
covered flames issuing from the Merchants’ 
Hotel, at Mahanoy Plane, and quickly gave an 
alarm. The fire spread rapidly, but the guests 
and attachés of the hotel were up, and were soon 
engaged in fighting the flames, and before they 
coula get any great headway the fire was gotten 
under control and finally extinguished. The cry 
of fire had the effect of awakening the whole 
neighborhood, and while the attention of the 
crowd was drawn to the hotel fire flames were 
seen rushing out of buildings in three or four 
different parts of the same square and adjoining 
squares. The weather was very cold anda stil? 
breeze blowing. It was feared that the best por- 
tion of the town would have to go, but the citi- 
zens turned out and went to work with a will, 
and before the fire had gained much headway 
they succeeded in checking its progress. When 
all danger of a conflagration was over the peo- 
pie directed their attention to the extent of the 
fire and its origin. The Merchants’ Hotel, a 
large tour-story building, was badly scorched, 
and narrowly escaped destruction; loss about 
$2,000. 

A railroad employe, who was going home, 
stated that he saw a suspicious-looking individu- 
al moving about the hotel und watched him. He 
halted at one of the windows in the rear of the 
hotel, and after carefully removing the weather 
boards he placed cotton, well saturated with coal 
oil, underneath the others, set fire to it and then 
tran. Therailroad man thought the man was 
under the intiuence of drink and passed on home- 
ward. A half an hour subsequent a man came to 
the hotel and acted strangely, The hotei pro- 
prietor ordered the Chief Burgess to arrest him. 
This man proved to be John Kelly. an old resi- 
dent of Mabanoy Plane, and one of the 
best engineers on the Reading Railroad for 
over 20 yeurs. The evidence against Kelly was 
s0 strong that he was committed to prison for 
trial. Kelly is 50 years of age, with a character 
above reproach. Different stories are told as to 
the reason which prompted Kelly to commit the 
deed. Some say he was heavily in debt and de- 
sired to get rid of it by burning the stores down; 
others say he ertertained a bad feeling agaiust 
the Merchants’ Hotel proprietor, while others 
believe Kelly is insane. His intention, however, 
was to burn the town, and talk of lynching the 
incendiary was freeiy indulged in. The authori- 
ties kept the prisoner strongly guarded until 
daylight, when they boarded the first train 
for ottsville. The prsoner was accom- 
panied by Chief Burgess Brehony and two 
deputies. On the way down Keliy, who 
is a powerful man, complained that the hand- 
cuffs were hurting him. Brehony ioosened them 
a little, and Kelly succeeded in getting one hand 
out unknown to the officers. After arriving in 
Pottsville they took a back street en route for 
the prison. Kelly watched his opportunity and 
struck Brehony a terribie blow on the head with 
the handcuffs, knocking him insensible to the 
ground. While the deputies were paying atten- 
tion to the wounded man the prisoner escaped 
and fled to the woods, and up to the presenttime 
no trace of him can be found. Brehony was 
seriously injured and had to be carried from the 
street to a physician’s office.

THE STATE SENATORIAL DISPUTE 
IN CHICAGO. 

A COUNT OF THE VOTES BY THE GRAND 
JURY SHOWS MORE DEMOCRATIC VOTES 
THAN WERE RETURNED. 

CHIcAGoO, Nov. 26.—To-day’s develops 
ments in the Brand-Leman Senatorial contest 
have been extremely astonishing and discoureg~ 
ing tothe Republicans. Judge Blodgett decidey 
that the Federal Grand Jury hada right to ex. 
amine the ballots cast in the disputed precinct, 
ignoring the protest of the Democrats; but he 
also held that they could not go fur- 
ther than an examination of the votes 
on Congressman. On this decision it was 
not clear how any light could be thrown on 
the Senatorial fight, but the jury broke the seal 
on the ballotenvelope and discovered that ths 
vote on Senator was clearly recorded as returne¢ 
by the County Canvassing Board. This discov- 
ery rather staggered the Republicans, but the 
ballots were gone overand the vote on Congress 
man was found to be correct as returned. Dis 
trict Attorney Tuthill insisted upon acount on 
Senator, notwithstanding the protests of the 
Democrats on the jury, who claimed that 
such a proceeding would be illegal, ac- 
cording to the Judge’s instructions. The 
count was made, however, and was not 
concluded until midnight. This morning it 
was learned that 498 baliots had been cast for 
3rand and 189 for Leman, a Democratic gain of 
24 and a Republican loss of 81. It was found 
that there were few pasters on the tickets. but 
that Brand@’s name was on manv Republican 
tickets. The numbers corresponded with those 
on the poll book, and, according to these, 
Strausser, the Republican Judge. and Shuster, 
the Republican Supervisor, had voted tor 
Brand.

THIEVES IN THE KINGS COUNTY 
PENITENTIARY. 
THEY STEAL $3,000 FROM THE BAY STATE 
OOMPANY——AN INDIFFERENT WATCHMAN 
—QUEER FEATURES OF THE CASE. 





Three thousand and odd dollars were | never to be realized. 


stolen from the office of the Bay State Shoe und 
Leather Company, within the walls ofgthe Kings 
County Penitentiary, some time Tuesday night 
or yesterday morning. The thieves effected an 
entrance to the shoe shop from the outside, 
but the police believe that they had accom- 


plices within the prison. The shoe shop is 
a long structure, buiit against the outer 


yall of the prison on the Carrolli-strect side. 
There are two rows of windows, protected by 
iron bars, looking out on Carroll-strect, and the 
lowest row is about eight feet from the ground. 
The shop, although within the penitentiary 
grounds, is entirely separated from the prison, 
and not in charge of the prison officials. 

Warden Green, while making a round of the 
prison on the outside, a few minutes after 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, noticed that two of 
the bars had been cut from one of the win- 
dows on the second tier in the shoe shop. 
Thomas Reed, the night watchman employed by 
the Bay State Shoe and Leather Company, bad 
rone home, andthe prison watchmen, who in- 
spect the shoe shop before the convicts enter 
itto begin their day’s work, bad not yet come. 
While the Warden was still standing under the 
wiodow, the bars of which had been cut, he saw 
Reed leisurely sauntering along Nostrand-ave- 
nue. When told of the condition of the wincow 
by the Warden, Reed said coolly: “Why, 1 
knew all about that since 4o’clock this morn- 
ing.”’ 

* Then why the d—1 didn’t you givean alarm?” 
said Green angrily. 

“Oh, 1 had something else to do—I had my 
fires to look after,” returned the watchman care- 
lessly. 

Attracting the attention of one of the guards 
on the inside of the prison the Warden sent 
for the enginecr and had new bars fitted to 
the win iow before he made a further investiga- 
tion. He next directed that the convicts be kept 
in their celis until an examination of the 
interiorof the shoe shop had been made. 
The first thing the Warden noticed on en- 
tering the shop was that the office of 
the company had been broken into. The 
lock of the door was smashed, and a further 
examination showed that the locks of two of the 
drawers in the bookkeeper’s desk had been 
roughly broken, as if with an axe. The work 
was clumsily done, and there was nothing to 
show that it had been performed by professional 
thieves. Thesafe, which stood in one corner of 
the office, was locked, and no attempt had been 
made to force it open. 

The extent of the robbery could not be learned 
until the arrival of Mr. Van Kleck, the chief 
clerk of the Bay State Shoe and Leather Com- 
pany. Van Kleck, when he had looked into the 
empty drawers, said that over $3,000 had been 
stolen. The money had been drawn from the 
bank on Tuesday for the purpose of paying 


the employes of the company other than 
the convicts on the day before Thanks- 
giving. Warden Green asked why it wasthat the 


money, which was done upin pay envelopes, was 
not placed in the safe; but to this he received no 
satisfactory answer. About 20 feet from the 
wall, outside the prison, the portions of the bars 
which had been cut away were tound. A littie 
further on a finely tempered steel saw and a coil 
of rope lay on the ground, and scattered about 
in different directions were the pay envelopes 
from which the money had been taken. 

Detectives Kelly and Shaughnessey. who were 
put on the case, believe. with Warden Green, 
that the robbery was not the work of profes- 
sional burglars, and further, that while an en- 
trance might have been effected from the out- 
side of the prison. there was nothing to show 
that the robbers had not operated from the inside. 
About midway in the window the perpendicular 
iron bars pass through a horizontal bar. The 
perpendicular bars are soldered at the bottom of 
the window, but merely fitted into sockets at 
thetop. The perpendicular bars were cut just 
above the horizontal barand then pulled down 
out of the sockets. The breaking of the second 
drawer in the office desk, the detectives say, was 
merely a blind. The thieves knew just where the 
Muney was, and the chances are, the officers 
claim, in favor of the theory that they, if there 
were more than one, were concealed in the pris- 
on over night. 

Superintendent Buck, of the Bay State Shoe 
and Leatker Company, madea careful examina- 
tion of the ofiice. window, and broken dcsks, 
but was unable to throw any light on the mys- 
tery that surrounds the robbery. At least he 
had discovered nothing in connection with it 
which he was willing to make public. He hada 
long consultation with the detectives, one re- 
sult of which was that the night watchman, 
Reed, who has been in the employ of the com- 
pany for several years, was taken to the station 
house inthe afternoon by the detectives, but as 
Superintendent Buck refused to make a specific 
charge against him he was discharged. Reed, 
who is an old man, vehemently declares his inno- 
cence of any connection with the robbery. He 
has heretofore borne an excellent character. It 
was said Jast evening that the ofticers had ob- 
tained a clue to the thieves, but up to the pres- 
ent time no one has been arrested in connection 
with the case. 

When Clay and Lake escaped from the peni- 
tentiary last weck, the Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction taiked of appointing more 
keepers and of estabiishing a night patrel, but 
no action was taken in the matter. Warden 
Green has always regarded the windows of the 
shoe shop opening through the outer wall of the 
penitentiary asa weak point, and for that rea- 
son he made ita practice to examine them every 
morning before the convicts were permitted to 
enter the shop. As the shoe shop is, except in 
working hours, entirely in the charge of the Bay 
State Shoe and Leather Company, the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction hold Warden 
Green free of all blame for the robbery.

INVESTIGATIONS OF DR. KOCH. 








DEFENDING HIS THEORY OF THE CHOLERA 
BACILLUS. 

The Medical Record of Nov. 29 will con- 
tain an article ou “ Koch’s Defense of the Chole- 
ra Bacillus,’’ of which the following is a synop- 
sis: Immediately after Dr. Koch's announce- 
ment of his discovery of the specific microbe of 
Asiatic cholera, the comma-bacillus, there ap- 
peared in the medical press articles expressing 
doubts concerning the diagnostic importance of 
the new organism. 

The distinguished German doctor has pub- 
lished a comprehensive reply to these criticisms, 
in which he adduces new evidence in support of 
his former claims. From this evidence it would 
seem that the burden of proof now rests with 
those who deny or dispute the validity of Koch's 
statements. fie sbows that the comma- 
bacilli can be recognized as such only 
through the totality of their properties. Any 
single attribute, such as their peculiar shape, is 
not sufficiently characteristic to differentiate 
them from other and quite possibly barmless 
bacteria. The alleged comma-bacillus ordina- 
rily found in the mouth has long since been ex- 
amined by Koch without discovering any rela- 
tion between itand the cholera microbe. Ina 
rapidly fatai case of arsenical poisoning, when 
the intestines and their contents showed naked- 
eve appearances closeiy resembling those of true 
cholera, no comma-bacilli could be detected. 
Koch further states that in three cases of un- 
doubted cholera morbus he found an abundance 
ef comma bacteria, but in no single instance 
any comma-bacilli. 

To crown all, cholera or fatal choleraic symp- 
toms have been experimentally induced in va- 
rious anima!s by the introduction of pure cul- 
tures into theirintestines. Almost invariably 
the dead animals showed an abundance of the 
characteristic comma-bacilli in the intestinal 
tract. Koch emphatically reiterates, therefore, 
that the comma-bacillus is he specific microbe 
of Asiatic cholera, and does not occurin health 
or in any other disease. Apparently the only 
position now open to doubt as to Koch’s theory 
isthat of denying the specfic character of the 
inoculated disease. 

Dr. Edmund C, Wendt, of this city, in a paper 
respecting the cholera visitation this year, calls 
attention to the absolute necessity of efficient 
action by the health authorities of New-York 
andthe country. Headds: “In view of recent 
discoveries it now seems possible to decide pos- 
itively and in a very short time whether we are 
dealing with the comparatively benign cholera 
nostras or with the malignant Asiatic cholera.” 
He advises the Government to foilow the exam- 
pie of European Governments and select a num- 
ber of medical men to proceed to Bertin and go 
through a course of study lasting a few weeks 
to learn the new methods of bacteria investiga- 
tions. If this is impracticable he recommends 
the State Boards of Health to organize suitable 
laboratories for this kind of study and research, 
and thus give to America expert teachers of 
bacterioscopy, which should be made an essen- 


tial and obligatory part of the regular medical 
curriculum.

= This last year I bave numbered between 500 
and 600 mounts, Which is enormous, you know, 
and beats anything ever known. Out of that 
number I can reckon 242 wins, which is the most 
I have ever made. The man that comes next to 
me in England is a jockey called Wood. who, 
however, is 80 wins behind me. He hasn’t caught 
me yet, has he?” 

Archer smiled at his superiority and seemed 
relieved. 

“T suppose you know,” he said, ‘‘that I have 
regular engagements all the year round. I call 
them claims and they are regulated in this man- 
ner: The tirst claim upon my services is made by 
Lord Falmouth. I am his man whenever he 
wants me, and, needless to say, he pays me in 
consequence. Then comes Lord faetings. to 
whom [ attend after I have diposed of Lord Fal- 
mouth. My third claim is the Duke of Portland, 
my fourth the Duke of Westminster, the fifth 
Lord Arlington, and the sixth Mr. Matthew 
Dawson, of Newmarket.

When I won the Derby with 
Iroquois Mr. Lorillard presented me with £1,000, 
which was quite unusual and, I must say, ex- 
ceedingly liberal. You ask me the names of the 
most famous horsesI have ridden? I couid not 
detail them. I have ridden every famous horse 
that has raced in England for the last 10 years. 
Last season I almost spent on the back of &t. 
Simon, the Duke of Portland’s horse, which [ 
have ridden at its every engagement. I have 
won twice at the Grand Prix ‘in Paris as well. 80 
you see that Iam not only a prophet inmy own 
country. Itell you that the Falmouth House, 
in Newmarket, which belongs to me, and which 
I named after Lord Falmouth, is the most popu- 
larand the largest plece ir tke town. J don’t 
like to think of it now, tnourh, hesp ned. 

** Does your method of training differ from 
that of your colleagues ?” 

* Most emphatically,” replied Mr. Archer. “*I 
don’t reduce my weight by walking, as they do. 
Tean’t walk. leffect that result by physic and 
Turkish baths, which I take regularly and with 
splendid results. I keep myself light from the 
beginning of March untilthe end of November. 
Then I take it easy and get fat.’ The jockey 
did not state in what condition he considered 
himself to be yesterday.

A WIFE GETS A DIVORCE.

He exonerates 
Mrs. Crissman from the charges of undue in- 
timacy, and finds that Seward has been guilty of 
continued acts of cruelty to his wife for the past

finds that Seward was guilty of an attempt to 
place Mrs. Seward in an insane asylum while she 
was sane, and that he had succeeded in alienating 
the affections of his children from their mother.

THE WIFE OF A PROMINENT PHYSICIAN 
SEEKS A DIVORCE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 26.—There is 


considerable stir in society circles over a divorce 
suit filedin an Oshkosh court last night. Mrs. 
Walter A. Kempster, wife of the late Superin- 
tendent of the Northern Hospital for the In- 
sane, usks 2 separation onthe ground of extreme 
cruelty and failure to support. Dr. Kempster is 
a New-York gentieman, but bas been a resident 
of Wisconsin for eight or nine years. lie is an 
expert oninsanity matters, and was one of the 
most prominent witnesses atthe trialof Gui- 
teau. The complaint recites that the coupte 
were married in Baltimore, Jan. 1, 1563; that Dr. 
Kemster as a physician basearned and received a 
large income amounting to several thousand 
dollars per annum, and owns real and personal 
property in Michigan and Wisconsin amount- 
ing to at Jeast ‘$50,000, and that they 
have two daughters now living. Mrs. 
Kkempster further says that the course of 
| her husband toward her since Ju v 1, 183, has 
| been one of continuous abuse and cruelty, and 
; cites specific instances of such cruel treatment. 
! 
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She says that on July i, 1888, he was about to co 
to Oshkosh for his daughter Sarah, and she (Mrs. 
Kempster) said to him: “Tf vou will take the 
earriage I will go with you,” to which he replied 
in a most surley manner, “If you go I wiil stay 
at home.”” This wounded Mrs. Kemnster’s feel- 
ings deeply, the complaint says, but neverthe- 
Jess she prepared -ome nice refreshments 
for the doctor, and on his return home 
that night.asked him to partake of them, re- 
ceiving a surly reply. Mis. Kempster said, 
“Why, Walter, what is the matter that you treat 
me so’? He turned upon her with a fierce tirade, 
and among other things said: '* You have made 
home a hell and I have made up my mind not to 
live with you any more, and nothing you can do 
will change my determination,” saying further 
that he would have a divorce action and that he 
would rip open the life of the plaintiff. A con- 
versation of the cruelest kind is alleged to have 
continued nearly. all night, in which Dr. 
Kempster used oaths freely and finally wound 
up by saying, “You can go your wey 
and 1 will go mine; henceforth we are 
nothing to each other.’ Ever since then 
Mrs. Kempster says her husband has treated 
her with extreme cruelty and has ignored all 
conjugal duties. In August, 1883, while she was 
putting her daughter to bed the doctor came 
into the room and said, in an insulting tone: 
“Go out of this room;"’ and being told that she 
would not go, in anger and with violence he 
dragged her from the room, threw her against 
the wall, and, taking her by main torce into the 
library, thrust her into a chair, bruising her 
severely and perhaps permanently injuring her 
health. Thereupon he shook his fist in her face 
and said: **I could kill you.’ Since then, she 
avers, she has never had her usual health, 
thet she has been frequently threatened and 
told, “If you stay here I will go away.” 
and ‘*“*I have buried you, I have buried the 
children, and you are no longer anything to 
me.” A daughter 7 years of age died Jan. 1, 
1884. During her illness, it is alleged, Dr. Kemp- 
ster tola others all about the condition of the 
child, but withheld everything from his wife, 
and that even after the death, during the obse- 
quies, he ignored her, and was only induced to 
ride to the cemetery in the same carriage with 
her at the imperative request of his brother, 
Thomas Kempster. Mrs. Kempster goes on to 
say that she has always conducted herself as a 
faithful and obedient wife, while the defendant, 
disregarding his duties as a husnand, still 
persistently absents himself from his family 
and leaves them to suffer without proper care or 
the necessary comforts of life. lor these reasons 
she demands a divorce, the custody of her chil- 
dren, and that Dr. Kempster be compelled to 
make provision for the support of herself and 
children. 

Mrs. Kempster also began proceedings to pre- 
vent the doctor from leaving the State, as she is 
informed he is about to do, and she asks that he 
be compelled to give bonds in the sum of $2,500 
that he will not leave, as in-such an event she 
and her daughters will lose the support to which 
they are entitied. The doctor to-day deposi eda 
the $2,500 in court, and it is said he is about to 
visit Germany.

This action is supposed to have been taken 
after mature deliberation by the members of the 
committee. The members of the committee 
have been present at most of the games this Fali 
and all were present at the game between Har- 
verd and Yale at New-Haven last Saturday. 
Perhaps what they have seen has infiuenced 
them in making their decision. It is probable 
that the case of the football men will be warmly 
pleaded on Monday night. 

To-day the students interested were surprised 
by another decision of the same committee re- 
lating to another branch of athletics, and which 
came about as follows: Early in the present 
term Dr. Sargent, in behalf of the committee, 
wrote Mr. Storrow, Captain of the university 
crew, that no one would be allowed to coach the 
crew unless approved by the Graduate Advisory 
Committee on Boating, consisting of Messrs. Kh. 
©. Watson, °69, E. N. Fenno, 66, and N. G. Read, 
“0. Mr. Storrow at once submitted the name of 
Mr. W. A. Bancroft, for several years past coach 
of the crew, to the Graduate Committee 
for its consideration. This committee sent 
to Mr. Storrow a communication advis- 
ing strongly against the employment of 
a professional or paid coach as inexpedient and 
detrimental to the interests of rowing at Har- 
vard, and advising that Mr. Bancroft be not em- 
ployed, but suggesting that as the committee 
was only advisory, reference might be had to the 
Faculty Committee for the tinal settlement of 
the matter. Upon application to the Faculty 
Committee Mr. Storrow was informed that this 
commi tee had decided, on account of the rea- 
sons given by the Graduate Committee, that Mr. 

3Zancroft could not be employed asacoach. In 

view of the fact that the college authorities 
have recently hired Mr. James G. Lathrop, of 
Boston, to train the students in field athletics 
this last decision of the Faculty Committee is 
somewhat bewildering to the students. 

DEATH OF A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 26.—Mme. Ma- 
thilda Franzeska Anneke, one of the most re- 
markable women of the time, died last night at 
her home in this city, after a Jong and painful 
illness. She was born in Blankenstein, West- 
phalia, on Anril 3, 1817. Her husband was a Prus- 
sian officer who, during the revolution of 1848, 
espoused the cause of the people and became one 
of the leaders of the movement. Mme. Anneke, 
who was greatly interested in political and lit- 
erary matters, encouraged her husband in his 
course and edited a newspaper in the interest of 
the revolution, while her husband wasin jail 
awaiting trial for treason. She continued the 


publication of the paper until forced to desist, 
when she joined thestaff of her husband, who

had been liberated in the meantime, and 
did duty as a common soldier,  partici- 
oating in many a battle. Carl Schurz was 
aiso. a member of her’ husband's ' staif, 


Itisrelated that she did gallant service in the 
field.and her acts of daring bravery attracted 
wide attention. When the revolution was final- 
ly crushed Mme. Anneke, with her family, 
sought refuge in other countries. They first 
fled to France, then to Switzerland, and finally 
came to this country, which they reached in 
1849 and settled in Milwaukee. She became a 
powerful advocate of the enfranchisement of 
women, and edited a paper in the interest of fe- 
male suffrage until compelled to abandon the 
task byreason of ill-health, She afterward 
spent about four years in Switzerland, where 
she wrote several poems and dramas. She re- 
turned to Milwaukee in 1865 ana established an 
academy for young Jadies. Her last days were 
very painful, but she maintained heresit with 
great fortitude. Ten years ago her husband was

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| THIN TURKEYSTO BE EATEN 


PREPARATIONS FOR CELEBRATING 
THANKSGIVING. 
HOUSEWIVES IN THE MARKET—MANY DE- 
PARTURES FOR NEW-ENGLAND HOME- 

STEADS—ORGANIZATIONS TO PARADE, 

From early moruing yesterday until the 
Shades of night had futlen streams of women 
poured through Washington Market, carrying 
empty baskets when they entered and turkey- 
laden baskets when they departed. There was 
the old woman with shawl tightly drawa across 
her head; the dapper littie housewife, who could 
tell a good bird by the color of its legs; the fero- 
cious boarding house mistress, wio couldn't tell 
a good bird and wouldn’t if she could; the meek 
little partner of an epicure’s board, whose lord 
was very particular tbat his turkey should be 
tender; the young girl who did all the shopping 
for her mother, and the young man who accom- 
panied her to see that she did it satisfactorily, or 
for other reasons best known to himself. 

In the morning the women were alone. In the 
evening, their lLusbands flinging aside the cares 
ot business, devoted themselves to their wives 
and turkeys. The coveted birds were sold for 1¢, 
18, 20, 22. and 25 cents per pound, the average 
turkey weighing from 12 to 15 pounds. In the 
evening, however, they went for decidedly less, 
and severai women captured what they consider- 
ed prizes for $1 50 or The birds were deco- 
rated with rosettes and badges, as though they 
sympathized intensely with the festive occasion, 
and intinitely preferred being eaten to strutting 
proudly on the comfortable farm. 

Two elegantly dressed ladies met in Washing- 
ton market over the body of a plump turkey, 
arithmetically said to be worth 16 pounds at 22 
cents a pound. 

“ Why, Mrs. Smith,” said the first lady, blush- 
ing deeply, “* who would have thought that you 
aid your own marketing.” 

* Peur me! Mrs. Young,”’ said the second, 
““yvyoua waystold methat you had never been 
inside a market.” 

“I never had,” said Mrs. Young, nervously, 
* but my servants have left suddenly.” 

“So have mine,” said Mrs. Smith, with an in- 
Spiration. ‘Strange, insn’t it?” 

And the elegantly clad ladies make an awk- 
ward bow apiece over the defunct turkey and 
separated. 

Down in the shady sadness of the eastern cor- 
ner of Washington Market was the spot devoted 
to the boarding house matrons. It was rot that 
these ladies preferred seclusion. It was pot that 
they reveled in shadiness and gloom. But in 
that corner what is known as ‘**dressed Western 
turkeys” arrived from their perilous peregrina- 
tions. Packed in looseice, these dseiccated birds, 
when the weather is chilly, present a respectable 
and not unappetizing appearence. But yester- 
aay, while the sunshine heuted the market, the 
Western turkeys floated ina sea of half-melted 
ice, and looked by no means epicurean. 

“Ten cents a pound, ladies,” said the presiding 
genius to the eagle-eyed ladies, and the matrons 
tilled their baskets with birds which to all ap- 
pearances had attained their legal majority 
some time ago. Many of the ladies, however, 
who knew “a thing or two’? waited until 6 
o’clock in the evening, when the Western meat 
went forasong, with the refrain ‘Six cents a 
pound.’ They knew well that fricasseed turkey 
tells no tale of market price, and acted accord- 
ingly. 

Ail the dealers complained that the turkeys 
were not fat enough, These birds, with a per- 
versity worthy of human nature, dechne to 
grow fat before Christmas, though they must be 
awure, suy the dealers, that the Thanksgiving 
demand is even in excess of the Christmas neces- 
sities. ‘** Folks must eat turkey for Thanksgiv- 
ing,’ saida plump dealer, who would evidently 
have spent some of his superfluous plumpness 
on the birds he sold with intense satisfact on, 
“and yet the creatures won’t fatten. This year 
they look as though they were positively ill-fed, 
when the fact is they’ve been given the fat of 
the land.” 

In Fulton Market the birds seemed particular- 
ly haggard, as though the stagnation in trade 
of which it is the fashion to tulk had visibly 
affected them, and they had died victims to debit 
accounts. “The large business houses,’ said 
one of the dealers in this market, “ have patron- 
ized me very considerably this vear. Half «a 
dozen housesI could mention will give their 
men elegant Thanksgiving dinners, and buy 
turkevs at somuch per dozen.” The cranber- 
ries, which form the winding sheets of the un- 
fortunate strutters, were sold for 15 cents a 
vart. 
ie There isa tie that draws the average ** down 
Easter” to his home on Thanksgiving Day, and 
this was proved by the large travel on the trains 
and boats for the New-England States yester- 
day. Large numbers of men and women who 
have adopted New-York as their homes left the 
gay sights of the metropolis for the purpose of 
Visiting their paternal households and joining 
with the other members of their families in de- 
vouring the Thanksgiving turkey and partak- 
ing of plum pudding. The greater part of the 
travel was on the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad. The tickets for Boston 
seemed to be ingreat demand. Every train tor 
this point was crowded with sonsand daughters 
of the creat Commonwealth, and from early 
morn the ticket sellers were kept busy. 

The travel began onthe 11 A. M. train. This 
train stops at Stamford, South Norwalk, Bridve- 
port, New-Haven, Meriden, Hartford, Spring- 
field, and Wercester before entering Boston. Ln 
order touccommodate the passengersseven extra 
drawing-room cars were placed on the train, and 
eveu with these the cars were too full for com- 
fortable traveling. When the 2 P. M. express 
(Shore line) was being made up it was found 
that the usual number of cars would not accom- 
modate half the passengers, and nine additional 
coaches were attached tothe train. There were 
many extracars also on the train an hour later. 

The station presented a busy spectacle in the 
evening. Passengers, with small sachels, hur- 
ried bere and there and propounded no end of 
silly questions to the patient ticket sellers. The 
polite gentleman who sells sleeping berths was 
kept busy all the evening selling tickets on the 
late trains. The demand was so great that five ex- 
tra siveping coaches were put on the 10 P. M. 
train, and then nearly every berth was occupied. 
A great rush was made for the Boston express, 
which started at 10:30. Eight extra coaches 
were add»? to the regular train in order to carry 
all the pesyrous supplied with tickets. The last 
train to leave for the East was the 11:35 Stam- 
ford special, connecting at Stamford with the 
Washington express for Boston. This also car- 
ried : much larger number of passengers than 
us''al. 

The travel on the Sound boats was also largely 
increased. The C. H. Northam, for New-Haven, 
lett Pier No. 25 at 3 P.M. with its saloon full of 
passengers. Later on the Bristol, of the Fall 
River Line, and the Stonington, of the Stoning- 
ton Line, left their piers with as many people as 
they could comfortably carry. 

Fifty associations have notified the Police 
Commissioners of their intention to parade to- 
day. Among the noted organization are two 
rival Original Hounds Guards, One of these 
associations will assembie at Hudson and Des- 
brosses streets, and aftera circuituous ramble 
through the Fifth and Eighth Wards’ will go to 
Staten Island.

The Draw- 
back Rangers form at No. 93 Montgomery-street, 
and will go by cars to the Union Park in Ssitose. 
The Independent Jockey Club will form at De- 
lancey and Gocrck streets and will cross the 
Brooklyn bridge on their way to Concy Island. 
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SALMON TROUT SPAWN. 

CALEDONIA, N. Y., Nov. 26.—Every Fall 
a number of experiencedemployes of the State 
batchery at Mumford are sent by Superintend- 
ent Green to Lake Huron and other upper lakes 
to gather spawn of the salmon trout from the 
spawning beds in those waters. The fishing for 
spawn is attended with much danger and hard- 
ship, owing to the violent storms of wind and 
snow that prevail on the upper lakes during the 
spawning season. Usually the fishermen return 
with 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 eggs, which are batched 
at the Mumford ponds and the fry distributed‘in 
the Spring among the waters of the State adapt- 
ed to salmon trout. This season, however, the 
storms were so much more violent than usual 
on Lake Huron that the Mumford fishermen 
bave returned with only 1,000,000 eggs. Many 
nets were lost. They report that the tishermen 
sent out by the United States Fish Commission 
and the State of Michigan to gather salmon 
trout spawn fared ba ly, as they were unable to 
secure any spawn, and during a storm one of 
their boats was swamped and four of the fisher- 
mén drowned. The Superintendent of the Mum- 
ford hatchery says that with the spawn of the 
tame salmon trout in the State ponds,and the fry 
the 1,000,000 wild ezgs will yield, the supply of 
try for State waters next year will be ample.

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AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS. 


SSdesaeii aes 
COMPANIES IN VIRGINIA. 
ASKING FOR POWER TO CONSOLIDATE ALL 
THEIR LINES INTO ONE ORGANIZATION, 

RicHMonD, Va., Nov. 26.—Two important 
railroad bills are now pending in the Legislature 
of this State. In these, the Richmond and Dan- 
Ville Rajiiroad Company in one case and the Sea- 
board «id Roanoke in the other, ask for author- 
ity ut the hands of the Assembly of Virginia to 
acquire control of other roads in this and other 
States. The drafts of these two bills are almost 
exact counterparts of each other. So far as the 
provisions of these measures are sought to be 
made applicable to this State there is a deter- 
mined opposition to them. This is not confined 
alone to the Richmond representatives, but to 
many of those from rurai districts. ‘The fear of 
the constituencies of these legislators is that if 
such authority as is desired is conferred on these 
companies it may possibly result to the detri- 
ment of the Virginia citjes and towns. 

In hoth of these billsthe Legislature has already 
exacted the exemption of Virginia from their 
provisions. Notwithstanding that fact, there is 
much interest in them and the final action 
to be taken with regard to them. It 1 under- 
stood that one of the chief objects the Richmond 
and Danville Road has in securing authority to 
acquire other lines of railway is to enable it to 
consolidate all of their lines and rearrange their 
debt. This can he done and the debt placed ona 
better footing, itis thought, bya unification of 
allof theirroads. The object of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke Company in asking for the same 
legislation is also to enable them to consoli- 
date under one management ail of the lines at 
present operated and controlled by it. It is 
belieyed that another reason is to enable this 
company to acouire control of one or more 
Southern lines which now connect, or it is pro- 
posed to connect, with roads in North Carolina, 
and which are operated by those owning a large 
interest in the Seaboard and Roanoake. This 
would enable that road to largely increase its 
cotton traffic in South Carolina, Georgie, and 
other States. Much of this would find its way 
to the terminus of the road at Portsmouth, Va.. 
and from that point and Norfolk would be 
shipped to the European markets. 

So much legislation has been granted to rail- 
roads by the General Assembly of this State in 
the past three or four years that many of the 
more cautious members are inclined to be ex- 
acting in their demands. It is probable that 
with the exemption of Virginia from the onera- 
tion ofthe provision of these bills, and a re- 
quirement in them for these roads and all their 
connections to observe differential rates for all 
Virginia cities, they will be passed.

RAISING EAST-BOUND RATES. 
A FORFEIT OF $100 TO BE EXACTED WHEN- 
EVER A CUT IS PROVED. 

CuricaGco, Nov. 26.—The General Passen- 
ger Agents of the roads running east from this 
city held another meeting to-day to consider 
further the proposed agreement for the advance 
and maintenance of east-bound passenger rates. 
After a long session the agreement was adopted 
by all the lines, and new rates via the various 


routes were agreed upon as follows: Twenty 
dollars from Chicago to New-York by the Lake 
Shore, Michigan Central, and Pennsylvania, and 
$19 by the Chicago and Grand Trunk, Chicago 
and Atlantic, and Niagara Falls Short Line. The 
rate by the former lines is the same as that now 
in effect under the old differential rate agrec- 
ment, while the rate by the latter lines is 50 cents 
higher. The rate to Buffato was advanced to $14 
by all lines, excepting the Chicago and Atlantic, 
which may charge $13, and the Niagara Fails 
Short Line, which may charge $13 50. ~ 

The agreement provides for the strict main- 
tenance of the rates, each road depositing $500 
as forfeit money and forfeiting $100 every time 
there is a conviction for a violation. It was 
agreed that the round trip tickets from Chicago 
to New-York sold by the New-York Central and 
West Shore Roads during the past few weeks 
which have fallen into scalpers’ hands should be 
bought up by the Western connections of these 
roads, and the loss be pro-rated among the roads 
signing thenew agreement. Each road is made 
responsible for scalpers and its own agents who 
cut its rares. This agreement must be examined 
and approved by the General Managers of the 
various roads.

THE WEST SHORE’S IMPROVEMENTS. 

A delegation from the Produce Ex- 
change, including President Herrick, A. R. Gray, 
Chairman of the Lighterage Committee, and J. 
E. Hulsizer, Chairman of the Grain Committee, 
inspected yesterday afternoon the terminal fa- 
cilities of the West Shore Road. The party was 


escorted by C. G. Eddy, Freight Traffic Manager; 
H.C. Tucker, Terminal Agent; Henry Monett, 
General Passenger Agent, and C. D. Gorham, 
General Superintendent. One of the company’s 
boats started from the Iron Pier at anout3 
o’clock. his pier is used by the company for 
east-bound freight. Keeping close to shore the 
boat passed Pier No.5 slowly enough for the 
party to see the barges there loaded with cars 
handling west-bound freight, and to see also the 
facilities for handling dairy produce at Harrison 
and Jay streets. The trip up the river took in 
close views of the docks at Thirty-fifth and 
Thirty-sixth streets and the new ferryhouses 
and slips at Forty-second-street. 

Crossing the river, and still heading up stream, 
the boat steamed past the Weehawken river 
front, which for one and one-third miles is cov- 
ered with the company’simprovements. Then 
the boat landed,and the party inspected the 
handsome railway station and the immense stor- 
age houses and grain and lumber docks. Gener- 
al surprise was expressed at the magnitude and 
excellence of the improvements. Among the 
party, besides thore named, were Messrs. Benja- 
min Logan, C. Watson. C. F. Buxton, Radcliffe 
Baldwin, of the State Line of steamships; S. C.

ALL REDUCING EXPENSES. 

Dispatches were received in this city 
yesterday announcing a great reduction in the 
force and pay of the employes of several rail- 
roads. The Pennsylvania Company’s officials, it 
was stated, will soon take action to that end, 


but no plan hasas yet been submltted to the 
Directors. The heads of allthe departments ot 
the Michigan Central Railroad Company have 
been notified to reduce their working force 10 
per cent., the reason given being the decrease in 
traffic receipts. 

The proposed reduction, ranging from 5 to 40 
per cent. in the wages of the employes of the 
Jersey Central and Lehigh and Susquehanna di- 
visions of the Reading Road, has aroused gen- 
eral dissatisfaction. If sucha reduction is or- 
dered, the indications are that it will not be ac- 
ceded to by the engineers, firemen, and train- 
men. It ‘salso rumored that the Reading con- 
templates making a demand upon their em- 
ployes to withdraw from the various brother- 
hoods and similar associations, and this has 
deepened the dissatisfaction among the men. 








THE PENNSYLVANIA’S EARNINGS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 26.—The official 
statement of the business of all the lines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie for October, 1884, as compared 
with the same month in 1883, shows a decrease in 
gross earnings of $427,801; a decrease in expenses 
of $134,858; and a decrease in net earnings of 
$293,448. The 10 months of J884, as compared 
with the samie period of 1883, show a decrease in 
gross earnings of $1,922,610; 2 decrease in ex- 
penses of $1,094,874; a decrease in net earnings of 
$827,736. <All iines west of Pittsburg and Erie 
for the 10 months of 1854 show a deficiency in 
meeting all liabilities of $518,036, being a de- 
crease as compared with the same period of 1883 
of $1,681,247. 


PirtspurG, Noy. 26.—The Pennsylvania 
Company, operating the lines of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company west of Pittsburg, has 
in contemplation the consolidation of all the 
auditing departments of their lines in this city, 
with one Chief Auditor and with the various 
lines in charge of a chief assistant.

PRESIDENT HERRICK SURPRISES THE PROD- 
UCE EXCHANGE BROKERS. 

The warfare against the speculative 
places commonly known as “bucket shops,” 
which is being vigorously waged by the influ- 
ential Stock and Produce Exchanges of this city 
and Chicago, seems likely to cause the members 
of the New-York Produce Exchange some in- 
convenience. President Herrick, of the last- 
named Exchange, announced yesterday fore- 
noon, just after the regular morning grain call, 
that on Friday there would probably be no 
guotations from the Chicago Board of Trade re- 
ceived through the usual medium of the Gold 
and Stock Telegraph Company. Mr. Herrick said 
that the Chivago Board of Trade had not been 
able to make satisfactory terms with the Gold 
and Stock Company for a renewal of the con- 
tract under which the daily quotations of prices 
had heen transmittea. 

A few of the members of the Produce Ex- 
change have private wires running into their re- 
spective offices from the Chicago Board of 
Trade, and consequently they were undisturbed 
by President Terrick’s announcement. © The 
hundreds of preduce brokers who have no pri- 
vate wires .ere somewhat dismayed, however, 
and they assembled during the day in small knots 
here and there and discussed with much ecarnest- 
ness the effect of this sudden break in their com- 
munication with Chicago. The jatest informa- 
tion concerning the Chicago produce markets is 





always engerly watched for in the Prod- 
uce Exchange bere. In the course of 
the day a reassuring intimation was given 
out by some of the leading members 


of the Exchange that arrangements would be 
made with some telegraph company other than 
the Western Union, (which practically controls 
the Gold and Stock Telegraph,) by which the 
Chicago quotations would be transmitted as 
promptly as usunl and distributed among the 
members in manifold sheets. It was learned 
that President Milne and Mr. Pope, of the Chica- 
£0 Board of Trade, were in this city yesterday, 
for the purpose of perfecting some such arrange- 
ments. Whatever is done in this respect will 
probably be announced on the floor of the Ex. 
change by President Herrick to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

Tbe trouble in Chicago is similarto the trouble 
which for some time has threatenod to sever the 
business relations between the Stock Exchange 
of this city and the Gold and Stock Company. 
The managers of the Chicago board insisted that 
the Gold and Stock people should stipulate not 
to give the news developed on the floor of that 
board to the “* bucket shops.” It is stated that 
the Gold and Stock Company manifested a will- 
ingness to make such terms as were required, 
but the proprietors cf the ** bucket shops” se- 
cured an order from the Supreme Court of IIi- 
nois enjoining the Gold and Stock Company 
from taking its ** tickers” out of their offices. 
The produce brokers of Chicago, like the stock 
brokers of New-York, insist that they will keep 
up the fight against the * bucket shops” until 
every effort to suppress them has been ex- 
hausted. 


A DETECTIVE WHO DIDN’T DETECT. 
—_—_————— 
FOLLOWED UP FALSE CLUES 
CHARGED IT ALL IN THE BILL. 

On Sept. 15 Miss Flora Meyers, daughter 
of Policeman Max Meyers, of Capt. Williams's 
precinct, went to the Normal College to be ex- 
amined, with the hope of entering the institu- 
tion. She was well up in everything oxcept 
arithmetic. In that study she failed. The girl 
took this greatly to heart, and instead of return- 
ing home she secured a place as servant in a 
family living on Seventy-second-street. She 
wrote her parents a letter, in whici she said: 

“T bauve failed again. I cannot face you. God knows 
I did my best. 1 am fit only for servile labor, and I 
eannot bear to see you slave any longer for me while I 
live like w rich man's @uughter. I am fit only to be a 
servant. Good-bye.” 

Mr. Meyers didn’t look at it in that way, and 
engaged ex-Policeman Loewenthal to find his 
sensitive daughter. Capt. Lawrence A. Curry, 
of the General Sessions Court, who bad been in- 
formed of the facts, happened to live next door 
to where Fiora had found work. He noticed 
the girl in the yard one day, and was led to the 
conclusion that she was the mf&sing Flora 
Meyers. He communicated with Mr. Loewenthal 
and the girl was restored to her parents. Mr. 
Loewenthal put ina bill of $55 for his services as 
a detective, which Mr. Meyers refused to pay. 
Mr. Loewenthal sued him, and the case was tried 
before Civil Justice Gedney yesterday. 

It took Loewenthal three hours to expluin his 
unique system of ** working’ a case and express 
his opinions on Yolice and police work. He gave 
in detail a number of theories that he had suc- 
cessively followed up with care only to find that 
he haa barked up the wrong tree. He had 
searched the Morgue, stroltied through the large 
factories and female charitable institutions, and 
seznned the faces of troops of home-going shop 
girls, but all to no avail. Being instructed to 
spare no expense, he had hunted for the lost 
Vlora hizh and tow, stinting himself in food and 
sleep. ‘Then, when the girl was found by some 
other man, he had a terrible time arranging 
matters with her parents. On_ cross-examina- 
tion Loewenthal said he was discharged from the 
Health Department when all the drones were 
kept andthe workers discharged. He left the 
Police Department in 1368, and the next day he 
‘“waltzed” into the Post Office at a salary of 
$1,200. Meyers testified in defense that he never 
employed Loewenthal to work on the case. The 
Justice reserved his decision.

Campbell, a brother of Superintendent of Police 
Patrick Campbell and of Congressman Felix 
Campbell, was found drowned in the Gowanus 


Canal, near the Third-street bridge. Felix 
and Patrick Campbell are wealthy, but 
Hugh, less fortunate than the others, 


has earned his living for some time past 


by doing clerical work in the office of his brother 
Felix, at No. 79 John-street, in this city. Hugh 
did not go to business on Tuesday, and a messen- 
fer was sent to his house, at No.9 Halsey-street, 
Brooklyn, to ascertain the cause of his absence. 
The messenger learned that Mr. Campbell bad 
not been home during the night, and he was not 
again seen alive by his friends. 

The dead man was of a cheerful, genial disposi- 
tion, and there is no suspicion that his death was 
other than accidental. Superintendent Camp- 
bell bas been seriously ill for some days, and 
another Brother, Join Campbell, who has been 
confined to his bed for several weeks, was in so 
low a condition yesterday that his family feared 
he could not live through the day. An inquest 
was held yesterday in the case of Hugh Camp- 
bell and a verdict of accidental death rendered.

CIVIL SERVICE IN CITY AFFAIRS. 


—- + 
EVERETT P, WHEELER TELLS WHAT HAS 
BEEN AND WHAT SHOULD BE DONE, 

Everett P. Wheeler talked to the Con 
stitution Club last evening for over an hour on 
civil service reform in its application to munic- 
ipal government. ‘“*We have met on this 
Thanksgiving Eve,” he said, “to return thanks 
for what has heen done in the direction of civil 
service reform, ard to consider the future. 
When wo remember that there are 14,000 per- 
sons employed in the civil service of this city it 
must be apparent that the task before us of 
making our municipal government more effi- 
cient and! honest is not an ecasy one. The 
evils which this reform has attacked are 
not the result of any particular wickedness in 
one party as opposed to any particular yirtue 
in another party. They began in magnitude in 
the days of President Jackson. Every Adminis- 
tration which has come into office since that 
time has made great_changes in the personnel of 
the Government. We undertook to change this 
system first in Federal and then in State and 
municipal affairs. 80 conspicuous were the 
evils at the close of the campaign in 1880 that 
men of all shades of political opinion came to- 
gether and said, ‘This thing ought not to go on 
any longer. [t is nct sensible, it is not Amer- 
ican, it is not honest.’ ” 

Mr, Wheeler said that it was impossible for, 
President to resist the pressure of his party with. 
out legislation. Grant came into the Presidency 
as free from entangling alliances as any President 
who was ever clec'ed, uniess it be in this year of 
grace 1884. He wanted to apply to civil life the 
same principie of fitness which he had followed in 
military life. But neither his Cabinet nor Con- 
gress wouid assist him. The rats were not willing 
to pay for a eat to guard themselves. 
Mr. Wheeler briefiy narrated the history 
of civil service legislation by Congress and 
the Legislature of this State. In the State. he 
eaid, two points met the reformers. One was the 
menifold details of municipal government. The 
other was the differences between county goy- 
ernments. ‘ Our City Government,” he said, **is 
made up of a good many independent parts. 
It is administered by Contmissions as inde- 
pendent of each other as this county is of Erie 
County. When we think how many doctors 
have treated New-York City and bow many 
nostrums we have taken, the wonder is the gov- 
ernment is as goad as it is.” 

_ Referring to the application of the civil sery- 
ice regulations to this city, Mr. Wheeler said: 
“T think it but just to Mayor Edson, at the 
close of his term of office, to say that in all tha? 
has been done toward adopting and regulating 
the civil service in this city we have had his cor- 
dial co-operation.”” Mr. Wheeler described in 
detail the method by which policemen are ap- 
pointed under the civil service rules, and, in con- 
clusion, said; ** We hope to have here clean and 
well-lighted streets, buildings safely construct- 
ed, and suitable hospitals, prisons, and asylums.

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LETTERS FROM JANE AUSTEN. 





Extracts from an Article in the London Standard 

Everything ‘concerning Jane Austen 
must be interesting to that lady’s admirers, and 
the collection of her letters which has now been 
published by her great-nephew. Lord Bra- 
bourne, will be read with delight by all who can 
find pleasure in comparing her actual life with 
the scenes depicted in her novels. It may be re- 
membered that when Dr. Johnson was ques- 
tioned as to the secret of Goldsmith's popularity 
he said that people were always pleased to find 
themselves in the company of a man who, 
though he wasso celebrated in literature, was 
more ignorant than themselyes. Simuarly there 
issomething very pleasant in finding that the 
authoress whom Macaulay thought second only 
to Shakespeare was a very woman in the matter 


of caps and bonnets, gores and tucks, poplins, 
muslins, and sili stockings, and took quite as 
much interest in flirtations, weddings, and births 
as if she had not been a genius. Of the first vol- 
ume of the letters we can hardly open a page 
without finding a description of a dance; and it 
is quite evident that Jane Austen bad abundant 
opportunities of studying her characters from 
nature. Her letters are nearly as full of 
satire as Diana Vernon’s conversation, but 
her neighbors never seem to have sus- 
pected it. Here is one description 
of a country ball, taken at random 
from a hundred: “It was a pleasant evening. 
Charles found it remarkably so, but I cannot teil 
why, unless the absence of Miss Terry, toward 
whom his conscience reproaches him with being 
now perfectly indifferent, was a relief to him. 
There were only 12 dances, of which I danced 
nine, and was merely prevented from Cancing 
the rest by the want of a partner. We began at 
10, supped at 1, and were at Deane before 5. 
There were but 50 people in the room; very few 
families indeed from our side of the county, and 
not many more from the other. My partners 
were the two St. Johns, Hooper, Holder, and 
very prodigious Mr. Mathew, with whom I called 
the last, and whom I liked the best of my little 
stock.” 

Here is another: “*Ithen got Mr. Evelyn to 
talk to, and Miss T. to look at; and I am proud 
to say that though repeatedly assured that 
another inthe same pert? was the She, I fixed 
upon the right one from the first. A resemblance 
to Mrs. L. was my guide. She is not so pretty as 
I expected; her face has the same defect of bald- 
ness as her sister’s, and her features not so hand- 
some; she was highly rouged, and looked rather 
quietly and contentedly silly thananything else. 
Mrs. B. and two young women were of the 
same party, except when Mrs. B. thought her- 
self obliged toleave them to run round the room 
after her drunken husband. His avoidance and 
her pursuit, with the probable intoxication of 
both, was an amusing scene.” Very, we should 
think. But we might fancy ourselves back again 
us we view it in the reign of George II. 

We now proceed to give some specimens of a 
different description, and of the satire which is 
rather witty than humorous, e.g.: “I wish you 
a pleasant party to-morrow, and not more than 
you like of Miss Hatton’s neck. Lady B. must 
have been a shameless woman if she named H. 
Hales as within her husband’s reach. It is a 
piece of impertinence, indeed, in a woman to 
pretend to fix on any one, asif she supposed it 
could bea only to ask and have. A widower with 
three children has no right to look higher than 
his daugbter’s governess. I am forced to be 
abusive for want of subject, having really 
nothing to say."’ 

And again: ‘* Mrs. Hall, of Sherborne, was 
brought to bed yesterday of a dead child. some 
weeks before she expected, owing to a fright. I 
suppose she happened unawares to look at her 
husband.” 

We cannot quite agree with Lord Brabourne 
in his criticism of Miss Austen’s novels, but can- 
not enter onso wide a questionin a cursory no- 
tice like the present. We dislike the character of 
Darcy in ** Pride and Prejudice,” and greatly al- 
mire the character of Mr. Knightly in ‘** Emma.” 
Lord Brabourne dislikes the latter and admires the 
former, Soalso we cannot think that ** Elizabeth 
Burnet” is Miss Austen’s mest successful hero- 
ine, Weadmire her extremely. But “ Emma” 
ishersupeérior, and “Catherine Morland” her 
equal. However, criticism for the present has 
had its sav about Miss Austen; and we have only 
to thank Lord Brabourne fora very interesting 
contribution to our knowledge of her domestic 
life, occupation, and amusements. Her letters 
are wonderful y like her novels—the same mixt- 
ure of archness and simplicity, of close observa- 
tion and easy description, and are worth reading 
for their own sake by all who love to trace ihe 
connection betweeu style and character.

SOME RHINE WINES. 
From the Paris American Register. 

In the private cellars of Cloister Erbach 
there may yet be found some of the finest Rhine 
wines. These cellars are now under Prussian 
administration, which, like the former Nassau 


superintendence, stores the best and most * char- 
acteristic’ wines in them. These wines have 
uever got into the trade, but go principally to 
the imperial table in Berlin on payment ofa 
price fixed by sworn appraisers. This price 
S$ a pretty nigh one at times, as may be scen 
from the fact that the best so-called cabinet 
wine, of 1868 vintage, was some five or six years 
ago appraised at 380 marks a bottle, which will 
not be deemed excessive when it is considered 
that upward of 30 women during a whole month 
carefully selected every single grape. There 
are but few happy mortals who ever drank 
pure, unmixed Steinberger. ‘This wine, like 
most of the Rheingau growths, is generally 
**blended”” with cheaper wine in the pro- 
portion of one to three or one to four, 
without thereby causing great detriment to the 

ublic. Most of the Rheingau wines, even the 

st, have a decidedly harsh taste, and, in spite 
of their fire, their richness in alcoho! and their 
bouquet are rather “ thin” on the tongue. All 
these defects, however, vanish when blended 
with wine of greater body, thereby increasing 
the bouquet, since the Rheingau wines are so 
racy as to impart their character in this respect 
to three and even four times the quantity of 
other wine. 


A BALLOON MARRIAGE PROJECTED. 
From the San Francisco Call, Nov. 15. 


The largest balloon which has ever been 


built on this coast is at present being constructed 
under the supervision of P. A. Van Tassell, an 
experienced aeronaut, at the engine house of the 
Sutter-Street Railroad Company. its founda- 
tion was laid at the Mechanics’ Pavilion 56 days 
ago, the work having been continued ever since. 
It required eight seamstresses to sew it together 
in 10 days. tt is 110 feet in height, 58 feet in 
diameter, and has a carrying capacity of 2,800 
pounds. When inflated it will hold 85,000 feet of 
gas. It weights #00 pounds, tho basket alone 
weighing 150 pounds. It is made of cloth spe- 
cially manufactured for balloons, and is very 
light, besides being extra strong. Mr. Van Tas- 
sell has made 24 successful ascensions, and feels 
confident that on the 30th inst., when he ascends 
from Central Park in this city, he will accomplish 
one of the longest trivs ever made on this coast. 
He has crossed the Wahsatch Mountains from

ANNUAL REPORT OF CONTROLLER 
CANNON. 
BENEFITS OF THE NATIONAL BANG&YG SYS- 
TEM AND SUGGESTIONS FOR ITS CON- 
TINUANCE—THE MAY PANIC. 


Wasxurncton, Nov. 26.—The annual re- 
port of H. W. Cannon, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, shows that during the year ended Nov. 1 
191 banks have been organized, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $16,042,230, and that circulating 
notes have been issued to these new associations 
amounting to $3,866,230. The corporate exist- 
ence of 90 national banks expired during the 
year, of which 83 have been extended under the 
act ot July 12, 1882, six have permitted their cor- 
porate existence to expire, and are in liquidation 
under section 7 of said act, (four of which have 
been succeeded by other banks in the same places 
and nearly the same shareholders,) and one 
has been placed in voluntary liquidation by the 
vote of shareholders owning two-thirds of its 
stock. The corporate existence of 154 national 
banks, with an aggregate capital of $56,161,370, will 
expire during November and December of this 


ear, and the corporate existence of 720 national 

anks, with an aggregate capital of $188,971,475, 
will expire during L885. Eleven national banks, 
with an aggregate capital of $1,285,600, have 
failed and been placed in the hands of Receivers 
during the year. 

There is no doubt that the national banking 
system bas been of great value to this country 
in many ways other than the supplying a sound 
and almost perfect paper currency. The addi- 
tional safety afforded to depositors by the re- 
strictions and pr cautionary provisions of the 
act, the publicity of reports of the condition of 
the banks, and the regular examination and 
supervision by,officers of the Government is weil 
understood by the public, and it is probable 
that the people would demand that if possibie the 
system be continued, even if the public debt be 
hereafter reduced to a point where it is impossi- 
bie for the banks to issue more than theamount of 
circulation that can be secured by the minimum 
of bonds now required by jaw. Although it is 
possible that tlhe public confidence in national 
banks wil] enable associations organized under 
the act to do a much larger and more profitable 
business than if organized under the laws of the 
various States, it is probable that were there no 

rofits on circulation, bankers, as a rule, might 
o unwilling to submit to the restrictions which, 
as safeguards to the public, the national banking 
law compels those who organize associa- 
tions under it to submit to, and_ that 
therefore, when the profit on circulation 
is reduced to a point where it does not com- 
pensate for the inconvenience of the restrictions, 
many national banks will leave the system. The 
time of the final payment of the debt is, how- 
ever, yet distant, and with appropriate legisla- 
tion there will probably be for many years no 
jack of bonds as a safe basis of circulation. 
Moreover, no feasible plan with other security 
has as yet been suggested, affording a sound cur- 
rency redeemable on demand in specie, and the 
Controller believes that it is extremely doubtful 
whether, after their experience for the last 20 
years with the safe and convenient currency 
issued by the national banks, the people would 
be satistied with a currency based on any securi- 
ty other than United States bonds. 

On Novy. 1 there were $194,190,500 of 3 per cent. 
bonds payable at the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment. These bonds will probably be paid within 
the next two years, even if considerabie changes 
are made in the tari‘f, and from 1887 to 1891, when 
the $250,000,000 of 444 per cents mature, there will 
be no bonds which the Government can call in 
for redemption. No doubt the accumulation of 
surplus revenue. if it con inues to accrue at the 
present rate during the tour years between 1887 
und 1891, together with the revenues of 1842, 
will be more than sufficient to pay off the 
4% per cents, and from 1882 until 1907 it 
will be impossible for the Government to 
use any of its surplus revenues for the pay- 
ment of its bonds except at the option of their 
holders. It is apparent that the Government 
cannot accumulage and hold its surplus _reve- 
nues, even during the short period from 1887 to 
1492, without great disturbances to the business 
interests of the country, and much less can it do 
s0 during the longer period of 1892 to 1907, It 
appears, therefore, that the foregoing considera- 
tions should be given due weight in any plan for 
the funding of the 4 per cent. bonds maturing in 
1907, and the Controller, therefore, suggests that 
the principal difficulties of the situation may, 
perhaps, be obviated, as well as the reduc- 
tion ot interest etfected by funding these 
bonds into others which shall mature in pro- 
portionate amounts at certain fixed intervals. 
Thus, the $738,000,000 of 4 per cents might be 
funded into an equal amount of 3 or 2 per 
cent. bonds, one-fifth of which, or $147,600,000, 
to mature at intervais of five years, the first in- 
sitallment talling due Juiy 1, 1897, and the re- 
maining installments of $147,600,000 each on the 
Ist of July inthe last year of each succeeding 
period of five years, namely, 1902, 1907, 1912, and 
1917. The average maturity of these five classes 
of bonds would be the same as that of the pres- 
ent 4 per cents, namely, July 1, 1907. What- 
ever course may be deemed expedient by Con- 
gress in regard to the funding or future 
payment of the public debt the Controller is 
of the opinion that it 1s perfectly safe and 
will atford great benefit to the public to permit 
an issue by the national banks of circulation to 
the extent of 100 per cent. of the par value of the 
bonds deposited, instead of 90 percent. Even ad- 
initting that the bonds representing the public 
debt when funded at lower rates might at times 
in the tuture be helow par in the market, the 
Government would, if forced to redeem the 
notes of insolvent nationa! banks, always have 
the right to cancel the bonds on deposit securing 
the same and thus extinguish an amount of its 
dept equai, dollar for dollar, to the notes re- 
deemed. Itis turther submitted that the profit 
on circulation may be increased toa point which 
will induce the banks to keep up their circula- 
tion to a maximum and stop the contraction of 
their circulation which is now occurring by re- 
pealing the jaw taxing the circulation at the 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent. semi-annually. 
ln concluding this subject the Controller wishes 
to have it distinctly understood that he is not in 
favor of any measure which will cause inflation. 
He is of opinion that the present aggreyate 
paper circulation, made up of legal tender and 
pational bank notes and of gold and silver cer- 
tilicates, isample for all the needs of business, 
He believes, however, that the sudden contrac-

YVORE STEEL CRUISERS NEEDED. 
WaSHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The annual re- 
oort of T. D. Wilson, Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, Navy Department, has 
been made. Among the appropriations recom- 
mended is $4,961,009 for the “increase of the 
navy.” including the construction of seven new 
steel vessels. The completion of the frigate 
New-York, which has been on the stocks at the 
Brooklyn yard since 1865, is strongly recom- 
mended. The old sailing sloops of war Saratoga, 
Jamestown, and Portsmouth are rapidly ap- 
proaching **such a condition that ere long they 
will reguire larger expenditures of money for 
their repair than the Jaw allows.” Their loss 
would leave the navy without suitable training 
ships. To mect the emergency the construc- 
tion is recommended of two composite-built, 
auxiliary steam power, bark-rigged clipper 
ships, of fine models, +00 tons displacement 
and light sparred, designed expressly for 
training boys fcr the naval service,’ and 
for this purpose an appropriation = of 
$250,005 is recommended. At appropriation 
of $2,923,654 is also recommended tor the com- 
pletion of the four double-turreted monitors.

THE STREETS CLEARED FOR HIM. 
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A WILD STEER BUTTS MEN AND WOMEN

A big red steer. with a wild eve anda 
formidable pair of brass-tipped horns, escaped 
while being taken to an east side slaught- 
er house, and started from Sixty-fourth- 
street down Third-avenue on a jog trot 
yesterday afternoon.

A manran out from a 
store with a rope and made a ludicrous attempt 
to lasso him. After dodging around an elevated 
road pillar for 20 minutes he gave it up. 

Finally, after a great deal of useless badger- 
ing, the infuriated animal turned tail, faced his 
tormentors, and prepared himself for a_ brief, 
but decidedly aggressive, campaign. He first 
charged on aman who was doing considerable 
shouting, and tossed him on one side as though 
he was an ash barre]. Then he got after a crowd 
of women, and chased them pell-mell into a 
Chinese laundry. The crowd began to scatter, 
but the steer’s blood was up, and instead of be- 
ing pursued he became a dangerous pursuer. 
He got in front of a woman going home with a 
turkey and looked her equarely inthe eye. The 
woman waved the turkey by its legs and shouted, 
“Sho! sho!’ 

The stéer evidently took this for an invitation 
tocomeon. He lowered his head, stiffened his 
tail, and butted woman, turkey, and all down 
some basement steps leading into a plumber's 
shop. A giass of water revived her, a great deal 
more frightened than hurt. Encouraged by his 
success the animal chased another woman who 
had just alighted from a car. She displayed a 
great deal of ugility and a pair of blue and white 
polka-dot stockings in climbing upon a truck. A 
nurse with a baby in a babv carriage stopped on 
the corner to see the fun. The steer made for the 
nurse. She deserted the baby and ran for the near- 
est house.

NEWS FROM CUBA. 


PLANTERS REDUCING WAGES OF THEIR 


EMPLOYES, 

HAVANA, Nov. 22.—The announcement 
of the conclusion of the Spanish-American treaty 
has been joyfully received here. The Conserva- 
tives have sent a cable dispatch to Madrid con- 
gratulating the Chamber of Deputies on the 
successful termination of the negotiations. 

The income of all the Custom Houses on the 
island of Cuba during the month of September 
last amounted to $882,291 46, against $1,447,568 97 
during the same period of last year, a decrease 
this year of $565,275 51. 

La Voz de Cuba of the 2ist inst. stated that the 
Intendente of the Treasury had received from 
the interior a remittance of $300,000, with which 
pert of the salaries due the army and Govern- 
ment employes for the month of August would 
be paid. 

The low prices which sugar now commands in 
the markets of the world render absolutely nec- 
essary the introduction of every improvement 
in its manufacture by which a greater yield can 
be obtained and the most rigid economy in or- 
der to derive any benefit from the industry. 
Unfortunately the bad financial condition of the 
m jority of the planters prevents the purchase 
of new machinery, but large reductions in the 
running expenses of the sugar estates have been 
made. A large number ot planters, with their 
families. have moved to their estates, which they 
now conduct themselves. In the days of pros- 
perity in the sugar industry the estates were in- 
trusted to administrators and overseers. The 
economies inaugurated in this way have proved, 
however, insufficient, and the planters have been 
compelled to reduce the price of labor to barely 
living rates. 

At a meeting recently held by Manzanillo 
planters for the purpose of regulating and ae- 
termining the wages to be paid during the com- 
ing season the foliowing figures were agreed 
upon: Ordinary field and factory laborers, 65 
cents per duy; cartmen, 73 cents per day of 11 
working hours; extra laborto be paid at the 
rate of 744 cents an hour. Similar agreements 
have also been mado at Santa Clara, Ranchuelo, 
and La Esperanza.

DESTITUTE LIBERIAN IMMIGRANTS. 

A preliminary meeting was held last 
evening at the Bethel African Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, in Suilivan-street, near Bleecker- 
street, to devise means for relieving the wants 
of the party of colored people who, on their way 
from Texas to Liberia, were stranded in this city. 
The Rey. Mr. Derrick, the Pastor of the church, 
said that he was opposed to the emigration of 
colored people to Liberia. On the contrary, he 


would have negroes from Africa immigrate into 
this country. If the colored people in the South 
were not cententtostay down there, they should 
settle in the Northwest and the East. As for the 
belief that cold weather would rot agree with 
colored people, that was purely imagination, for 
the biack man could stand cold just as well as 
the white man. 

Alston Burgess, the leader of the party from 
Texas, did not agree with Mr. Derrick. He 
thought that Liberia was the place for the black 
man from the South. In Texas the cattle men 
aud farmers had fenced in all the land anda 
smail farmer had no chance at all. He had no 
place where his cow or pigs could graze, and 
wages were very low. Some bosses refused to 
pay their workmen for work done, and others 
ran up bills for provisions and groceries fur- 
nished to their hands that exceeded the wages 
due. Then there was a_ prejudice against 
colored people there. Liberia was a free 
country, the land was fertile, and the 
climate warm, just the place to suit 
the colored man, and they would carry with 
them Christianity and American civilization 
right into Africa. They had expected to bein 
this city in time to leave for Liberia by the last 
ship that sailed, but owing to the irregularity of 
correspondence during the political campaign 
they did not start intime. They had pdid their 
way as far as New-York, and now they were 
penniless. They will have to wait until February 
for the next yessel to sail tor Liberia. 

Mr. Derrick said that he had sent invitations 
to all the colored ministers in this city and in 
Brooklyn to meet for consultation in the church 
to-morrow at noon, and on Tuesday evening a 
public meeting would be beld in the church for 
the benefit of the party from Texas.

TO INVADE THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Sv. Louis, Nov. 26.—Advices from Kan- 
sas say another company is now torming, with 
headquarters at Emporia, for the purpose of 
establishing settlements in Oklahoma. from 
which country Capt. Payne and his followers 
have several times been driven by the action of 
the Federal Government. Hunnewe!l, a town on 
the border of Kensas and the Indian Territory, 
isto bethe rallying point, and £00 invaders are 
expected to arrive there in the course of a week. 
The Indians are said to be greatly disturbed and 
unsettied at the condition of things in the Terri- 
tory,and are committing depredations on the 
property of white men whoare in the Territory 
by the sanction of the law. Kecently the awell- 
ing, barns, granaries, and a large quantity of 
feed stored for the Winter, belonging to Mr. Ad- 
dington, a cattleman residing in the Chickasaw 
Nation, were totally destroyed by the Indian 
militia, and another party ot militia murdered 
two white men in the same locality without 
provocation.

THE OUTLOOK NOT A PLEASANT ONE FOR 


THE CREDITORS OF J. M. MASTERTON & CO. 

Assignee Silas D. Gifford yesterday 
placed in the hands of County Judge I. N. Mills, 
holding court at White Plains, his schedule and 
inventory of the late banking house of John M. 
Masterton & Co,, of Mount Vernon, Westchester 
County. This inventory {is quite voluminous, 
and comprises a full description of the affairs of 
tbe bank, asthe Assignee found them, and its 
relation to the creditors and depositors, their 
places of residence, and the amount due to each, 


together with a full statement of the securities 
found. The Assignee asked the Judge to fix the 
amount of his bonds, but as Mr. Mills was a cred- 
itor of the bank he sent that matter to the Su- 
preme Court, not considering himself legally 
capable of taking any action in the premises. 
The inventory, &c., was afterward filed in the 
County Clerk’s office. 

The schedule shows that there were 449 depos- 
itors of the bank, andthe amount due them is 
$150,000. This amount includes one indebtedness 
of $38,153 53 to the National Citizens’ Bank of 
this city, which is secured by 387 promissory 
notes, which are considered of no actual value. 
Other items of indebtedness were as foliows: To 
Merchants’ National Bank of New-York, $158 10; 
to Citizens’ National Bank of Yonkers, $69 52; 
to First National Bank of Yonkers, $100 34; to 
American Exchange National Bank of New- 
York, $481 14. The report shows no real estate 
owned by the firm, but general assets of the 
nominal value of $50,000, which includes $4,670 21 
cash on hand, a lot ot promissory notes, from 
which itis not supposed anything can be re- 
alized; office furniture worth about $2,000, cash 
items, and mining stock. A number of persons 
had withdrawn their accounts, among them H. 
C. Bissell, the Jate Cashier, to the amount of 
$1,076 55; the others had done so for only small 
amounts. 

The report gives also astatement of the per- 
sonal financial condition of John M. Masterton. 
His liabilities are, in round numbers, $184,900, in 
which is included a claim of Harriott & Noyes, of 
this city, for $80,164 560. This is the amount of 
their claim, but it is in dispute. The exact 
amount dueis unknown totheassignor. [t is 
on account of the purchase of stocks and stock 
transactious. His assets are placed at $108,000, 
which includes real estate in the town of East 
Chester, building lots, mining property in Ari- 
zona, Colorado, &c. From the figures given it is 
shown that under the nost tavorable circum- 
stances the creditors and depositors will lose 
$16,000. 

The Westchester County Grand Jury is stil] in- 
vestigating the case against J. M. Masterton for 
receiving money at the bank when he must have 
known that it was bankrupt. They have ad- 
journed until Monday next.

THE NEW PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 
— 


SOME SOUND BUSINESS DECLARATIONS OF 


A GENERAL PURPORT. 

From an Interview tn the Philadelphia Témes. 

‘““No harm shall come to any business 
interest asthe result of administrative policy so 
long as I am President. [intend to surround 
myself with the best and broadest minds in the 
party,and then bend all my energies toward 
making an Administration that shall at least as- 
sure every element that atransfer of executive 
control from one party to another does not mean 
any serious disturbance of existing conditions.” 

This strong and important sentence was ut- 
tered by President-elect Cleveland this morning 
LNov. 21] while speaking of some of his hopes 
and ambitions for the country which he is to 
rule for the next four years. Referring to the 
feeling of unrest in strict business circles, which 
I had suggested, he said: 

“It is almost incredible to me that there should 
be any feeling of uncertainty whatever as to the 
future, so faras the result of the recent election 
is concerned. Those who are to succeed to power 
by the will of the people, as recently expressed, 
are as much interested in the future of the 
United Statesas those who yieldit. They also 
have an equal stake in the prosperity and advance- 


mentof the country. They are as thoroughly com-’ 


mitted to a maintenance of valuesand as earnest- 
iy anxiousfor a sterling business prosperity as 
their opponents. Naturally they will be careful 
about pronouncing for a policy inimical to the 
interests of the very class which, more 
than any other, has_thus honored us 
with its confidence. Coming into power 
after so long an absence, the _ party 
ought, and will so far as the Executive is con- 
cerned, bring liberal views and good impulses 
into the control of the Government. It would 
be unnatural for the party not to be actuated 
by a desire to continue in power by demonstrat- 
ing that it deserved the highest confidence of 
the people. This it cannot do if it would un- 
settle business and make factious war upon well- 
conceived plans of government. This is the 
view I take of the proper position for a party 
just assuming the control of the country in a 
crisis like this, and the standard by which I shall 
be guided while in the Presidential office. If 1 
follow it I hope for and expect a fair and honest 
response from the Republicans with whom I 
may have relations,as well as the hearty sup- 
port of my own party. 

“T feel, of course, that I have great responsi- 
bilities and approach them with a feeling of 
more or less anxiety. While I know that there 
is no reason whatever for this feeling of rest- 
lessness North or South, I cannot but realize 
that all minds do not see things in the same 
light. What may seem of no moment to one 
may be of great consequence to another. The 
Democratic Party and itsservants are as much 
committed to a careful policy upon economic 
questions as their opponents, and they will be 
as careful to act for the best interests of the 
country as the Republicans would had they 
been successful. I assume, therefore, that what- 
ever of nervousness there is now apparent comes 
simply from the disturbance of a long lease of 
power, and that whenever the irritation grow- 
ing out of defeat has passed off there will bea 
better feeling all around and a willingness to 
give the new men a fair and honest chance. 
That is all that is desired, and less would not be 
fair to the incoming Administration.” 





PREHISTORIC STATUES. 


INTERESTING DISCOVERIES 


PACIFIC. 
Correspondence of the Philadelphia Ttmes. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 22.—An official com- 
munication received at the Navy Department 
announces the discovery on Rapanni or Easter 
Island, on the charts in longitude 110° west and 
latitude 27° south, buried in the depths of the 
vast wilderness of waters of the South Pacific, 
of colossal statues and images rudely carved in 
stone. This remarkable find of archeological 
remains on a small island hundreds of miles 
away from any continent puzzles the learned 
scientists of the Smithsonian Institution and the 
National Museum. Prof. Baird says on the sub- 
ject: ‘‘In the present advanced state of ethno- 
logical science these monuments are of the 
highest importance. They will throw light on 
the somewhat mysterious manner in which this 
island received its population.” 

The discoverers of thesc remarkable remains of 
a prehistoric and an advanced people in a part of 
the world synonymous with cunnibalism und 
savage life were the officers of the German gun- 
boat Hyena, while onatrip trom Valparaiso to 
the Samoan Islands. The commander of this 
vessel, while thus cruisingin the Soutn Pacific, 
subsequently received orders from his Govern- 
ment to visit Easter Island and to secure these 
specimens. The accounts received by our Gov- 
ernment indicate that the vessel remained at 
the isiand but a few days, but during that time 
the German officers made a considerable collec- 
tion and copious notes. The results of their pre- 
liminary Jabors have been embraced in a 
pamphiet, which is reported at the Smithsonian 
Institution to contain a large amount of valua- 
ble information. The German Government, it 
is understood, are making preparations to send 
an expedition to Easter Island with a corps of 
scientists and engineers to sketch the island, 
survey the ground, and to make plans and sec- 
tion: of the prehistoric buildings and ruins. 

Our own Government has also taken steps to 
secure some of these valuuble remains for its 
own large and valuable ethnological collections 
representing the prehistoric and known races of 
this hemisphere. Instructions have already 
been sent to Admiral Upshur, in command of 
the South Pacific squadron, to send one of his 
vessels on a cruise in the direction of Easter 
Island and to make such explorations, collec- 
tions, and reports as he may think important in 
the interests of his Government. It is under- 
stood thatthe Government of France is also 
turning its attention to this island with a view 
to the establishment of a protectorate. 

It is reported in the accounts given by the 
German vessel that the island, which is small, 
is strewn with large stone images and sculp- 
tured tablets. The Smithsonian has offered $1 
each for prehistor.c skulls with the lower jaw. 
The few people, of Polynesian extraction, who 
inhabit the island know nothing about the 
sculptured remains found, and even tradition 
gives no account of a people living there when 
their ancestors arrived, 
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GEN. SHERMAN TO THE CATTLEMEN.

FRESH EARTH DISINFECTION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The West Virginia epidemic is merely a 
severe outbreak of Fall filth dysentery, which is 
very common in the Autumn months, in seasons 
of drought, before the Fall rains come on. The so- 
called mineral poisons in the water are made up 
of foul soakage, especially from outdoor privies, 
(which in most parts of the country are placed 
too near the wells,) and leakage from pig styes, 
stables, cattle and barn yards; also from leaky 
kitchen sink drains. Tho symptoms of the dis- 
ease are: Griping and straining down pains in 
the bowels, high fever, and a bloody flux, all of 
which is distinctive of dysentery. One of the 
Charleston (West Va.) papers says ‘*‘the malady 
isnow known to have resulted from drinking 
the dregs of wells and springs heavily impreg- 
nated with various deleterious substances.” 

Now is the time for all State, City, and National 
Boards of Health to instruct and, in fact, com- 
mand the country, town, and village people 
how to render their outdoor privies and ma- 
nure yards free from offense and danger. It 
would not be going too far to have State laws for- 
bidding the location ot wells of drinking water 
within 100, and better 2U0 or 300 feet, of any 
source of contamination, such as outdoor 
privies, pig styes, manure yards, &c. This can- 
not be done quickly enough now tostamp out 
Fall dysentery and typhoid fever this year, but 
may to prevent the lodgment of cholera next 
Spring. But all these vile places in the whole 
country and in towns and villages which 
are without sewerage and a large gen- 
eral water supply can be made at once 
inoffensive and non-dangerous to health 
by earth disinfection. t is only  neces- 
sary to throw more or less large quantities 
of dry, fresh earth into every outdoor privy 
until all deposits are covered, all moisture ab- 
sorbed, and all smell removed. Then a sufficient 
quantity of earth should be thrown in every day 
to secure the same resu.ts. These nasty and 
dangerous little outhouses would then be im- 
mediately and permanently converted into 
wholesome retreats, free from offense to the eye 
or nose, while all the soakage into neighboring 
wells and te ge would be prevented. This foul 
stuff, without any disinfection, is said to be 
largely used as a fertilizer by many farmers and 
gardeners, The earth treatment will increase 
the quantity of good fertilizing material, and 
render it so inodorous that it can be handled 
and walked upon without soiling hands or boots 
orshoes. The earth becomes as rich as garden 
mold and quite as agreeable. 

1 see that rains have come on at last in West 
Virginia, that the people have not cleared out 
the foul sediments in their wells, and that ty- 
phoid fever is following in the wake of mortal and 
infectious dysentery. Typhoid fever, so-called 
malarious dysentery, and Asiatic cholera, all 
come from fecal filth. The germs of the first 
two diseases are now spread broadcast over the 
land, and will continue to prevail year after 
year until some sanitary reform about the loca- 
tion of wells and of the treatment of outdoor 
privies and manure yards is enforced, either by 
puane opinion or stern law. In towns and cities 

aving sewers and a large water supply, every 
outdoor privy should be connected with the sew- 
ers and converted at once into water closets 
by the orders from State and City Boards of 
Health or by State Legislatures. Tne owners of 
such vileand dangerous placesshould be regarded 
as public enemies and as pariahs to be tabooed 
from all good society. When filth, dysentery, 
and typhoid fever come upon them, the verdict 
“served them right’ is hardly toosevere. In 
country farm and village houses this evil has 
been increasing year after year. Formerly the 
‘*‘]ittle houses” were placed 50 or 100 or more 
feet away from dwelling houses; now they are 
often found within 10 feet or less, and wells and 
pumps still nearer. One would have supposed 
that the nasty smells alone would have driven all 
Per and self-respecting peuple to obviate 

nem. 

In manure yards it is onlv necessary to throw 
8 or 6inches of fresh earth over every 12 or 
more inches of manure to absorb all moisture 
and smells and to greatly increase the quantity 
and quality of the fertilizers. It is disgusting to 
see farmers, cow herds, and milkmaids trudging 
about, near,or upon such nasty heaps as barn 
and manure yards generally present. With 
these simple reforms it may safely be said that 
the whole country would be impregnable to 
Asiatic cholera, and that infectious dysentery 
and typhoid fever would be almost eradicated, 


,while Summer complaint would be almost un- 


kaown: in short, the whole class of nasty diar- 
rheal diseases woula be reduced to almost in- 
finitesimal proportions. MEDICUS.,

“A sad incident came to the knowledge of the re- 
porter yesterduy. A power-loom weaver in one of the 
shut-down factories lost a child by death on Saturday 
morning. The family consisted of the man and his 
wife and three children. In such destitute circum- 
stances were they that shortly after the child's death 
the wife and mother was obliged to go out to a neigh- 
bor and borrow 6 cents to getaloaf of bread. The 
mun was working up tothe day of the strike, and, 
though sober and industrious, did not have a cent 
saved up. His wages were equal, it 1s said, to those of 
any other weaverin the mill, but during the past year 
he worked at the most lessthan eightmonths. At the 
old rate of wages he made about §7 25 per week for the 
eight months, or an average of €4 53 per week for the 
full yexr, a sum insufficient to maintain his family. A 
subscription, it was said, would be taken up among 
the weavers to enable him to bury his little one.”

A naturally strong 
disposition toward religion, or a strong natural 
repugnance to it, is not more  requenutly met 
with than a strong natural desire for or aver- 
sion to study. Unusual inclination or ability in 
any direction will enable one to dispense 
largely with the instrumentalities which are 
necessary to men of ordinary endowments. The 
question of education turns upon what is best 
for the average student, and not upon wh t will 
be required for the genius or the durice. 
If reiigious culture is subject to the Jaw 
which obtains in physical and intellectual 
culture, compulsory attendance at chapel in 
college has just as real a value as compulsory 
attendance at recitations or lectures. I do not 
propose to discuss the comparative merits of the 
system of the New-Engiand colleges and that 
of the half-developed universities which aim to 
supersede them. But protest is respectfully 
made against the apparent assumption that the 
religious endowment is not subject to the same 
cultivation as the other attributes of man.

A HOME FOR UNFORTUNATE WOMEN. 

The fourteenth annual report of the As- 
sociation for Befriending Children and Young 
Girls, House of the Holy Family, Nos. 186 and 
138 Second-avenue, for the year ending Oot. 1, 
1ss4, has just been issued. During that time 309 
persons were received, and the whole number 
cared tor during the year was 495. Of this num- 
ber 221 were dismissed, leaving at present 275 in- 
mates. The outdoor poor received in the year 
1,095 meals and 2,210 garments. The receipts

The result of the official canvass of the 
vote for Presidential Electors in Mas- 
sachusetts was announced yesterday. 
BuLaINe’s exact plurality is 24,372, or just 
19 less than BUTLER’S vote. He fell 9,933 
short of 2 majority, or just 10 more than 


GT. Joun’s vote. BLaAtne’s plurality is 
23,144 less than that of ROBINSON 
for Governor, who had an _abso- 
lute majority of 14,577. BLAaINe’s 


total vote fell 12,621 short of RoBINson’s, 
while CLEVELAND’s was 10,523 more than 
Enpicott’s. The total vote for Governor 
exceeded by something less than 1,000 the 
total vote for Electors, and both fell from 
8,000 to 9,090 below the total for Governor 
last year. These figures are quite signifi- 
cant as to the effect of Mr. BLAINE’s candi- 
dacy in a State which has given Republic-

Again the Controller makes a serious 
blunder in trying to belittle the cases of 
mismanagement which his bureau has 
failed to detect by comparing them with 
the statistics of loss in private or State 
banks. That is not the standard which 
the public apply to the Government banks. 
It is not the one which the Government 
invites them to apply. Congress has 
clothed the Controller of the Currency 
with extraordinary powers. He has not 
used them as he ought. He has not been 
as vigilant, as prudent, as firm, or as in- 
telligent as he should have been. He ad- 
mits, with a naivelé which would be 
amusing if the subject were not £0 
serious, that in the case of the most 
scandalous of he bank troubles 
here in New-York the bureau had 
‘‘reprimanded” the officers repeatedly 
during the last two or three years. Ob- 
viously, then its, suspicions had been 
aroused, - But suspicions in the mind of an 
officer with such grave responsibilities as 
those of the Controller of the Currency 
ought to have led to something more than 
reprimands. They ought in the first place 
to have led immediately to a complete 
and searching investigation of the affairs 
of the bank as to avhich they were 
awakened. There is no sort of doubt that 
the Controller has ample power for such 
an investigation, nor thatit is his solemn 
and imperative duty to use that power. 
Be confesses that it was not used. It was 
avery grave fault, and one the conse- 
quences of which cannot be readily exag- 
gerated. 





We speak plainly because the situation 
requires it. There is no denying that the 
events of the last year have given a shock 
to public confidence in the Government 
supervision of the national banks, and 
nothing could be more unfortunate for 
the business interests of the country than 
that want‘of confidence should spread in 
that direction. Either the function of 
supervision should be adequately per- 
formed or it should be abandoned, and 
the creditors of banks should be warned 
to look out for themselves. We do not 
maintain that the system can be made 
perfect; we are, however, convinced that 
the ill results manifest lately are not due 
to defects in the system, but in its ad- 
ministration. It is not yet too late to 
remedy these, and we shall confidently 
expect to see them remedied, if not before 
the 4th of March, then after that date.

A DEFECTIVE REPORT. 

The report of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency shows that the banks whose char- 
ters have expired during the year have 
almost without exception availed them- 
selves of the provisions of the act of 1882 
to continue or renew their corporate ex- 
istence, and enough new banks have been 
established to bring the number up to the 
highest limit yet reached. There has been 
a reduction in the total amount of circula- 
tion, but not very large. The finan- 
cial trouble of May last so far depressed 
the price of United States bonds that 


many of the called 3 per cent. 
bonds were replaced at advantageous 
rates. Had it not been for this 


fact the, contraction would have been 
greater. The Controller regards further 
contraction as “imminent” unless some 
means be adopted to bring the Govern- 
ment bonds within reach of the banks at 
a rate rendering circulation based upon 
them profitable. This he proposes to do 
by refunding the 4s and 4 1-2s in a 3 per 
cent. or 21-2 per cent. bond, to be re- 
deemed in installments at intervals of five 
years, so that their average term shall ex- 
tend to 1907. That something of this sort 
will have to be done is undoubtedly true, 
but there is very little chance of its being 
done at this session of Congress. 

The Controller also approves the project 
of issuing paper money based on silver 
bullion, the bullion to be subjected to 
valuation in gold at regular intervals. 
The idea is agood one, but nothing will 
be done about it this Winter. . 

Of more immediate interest are the 
Controller’s remarks about bank exami- 
nations and the conduct of the bureau 
with reference to the financial disturb- 
ance of May last. These we regard as un- 
satisfactory and insufficient. The Com- 
missioner complains that the compen- 
sation of Examiners is based upon 
the amount of the capital of the banks 
examined, and is not large enough. There 
is a very decided impression in the public 
mind that the examinations have been in- 
adequate, and this has sprung from va- 
rious causes, the chief of which is that 
the examination of banks that have failed 
has shown defects, errors, or violations of 


the law which ought to have been found 
out before, and would have been had the 
scrutiny been as sharp. It is rather late 
in the day now to talk about insufficient 
compensation for Examiners. That is a 
trouble that should have been brought 
up long ago if it existed. As a 
matter of fact it probable 
that the pay is not high enough, but it 
will not restore confidence in the Bureau 
of Currency to be told, as the Controller, 
by inference, tells us now, that the work 
on which the safety of the whole system 
depends is poor because it is poorly paid.

This would exclude 
not only all who voted for CLEVELAND or 
St. Joun, but those whose ardent Repub- 
licanism prevented them from voting with 
any other party, but who could not con- 
scientiously support BLAINE, and there- 
fore quietly refrained from voting the 
Electoral ticket at all. There are at least 
25,000 Republicans in the city who 
did not vote for the Presidential candi- 
dates of the party, a number larger than 
the enrolled membership of the organiza- 
tion. The nearly equal number of Demo- 
crats who did vote for BLAINE and LOGAN 
as the result of deals and bargains or prej- 
udices will not be driven from their own 
party and become available as recruiting 
material for the Republican machine. 
The policy proposed for the County Com- 
mittee will merely draw the lines closer, 
promote more independent bolting, and 
render the organization ‘‘ compact.” 

There is no good reason why the line 
should be drawn at the national ticket. 
That was not made by the Republican 
managers of this city. They nominated a 
candidate for Mayor and candidates for 
other city and county offices and for 
Aldermen and Assemblymen. Why not 
exclude all who cannot declare under 
oath that they voted for all the candidates 
of the party at the last election? This 
would make the organization still more 
“compact” and manageable and would 
establish the authority of the machine 
more completely. If the County Commit- 
tee or a subcommittee of five can decide 
what constitutes a Republican voter, they 
may as well carry out their principle to 
its logical result and make the acceptance 


of nominations cooked up by the machine 
leaders in a hotel caucus the test of truly 
loyal Republicanism. 

There are about 90,000 Republican vo- 
ters in this city, every one of whom has 
an equal right with every other to a voice 


in the selection of delegates to nominating 


conventions and the choice of candidates 
for office. All but about 24,000 are now 
absolutely excluded from the exercise of 
that right because they are not enrolled. 


Their rights have been thus circumscribed 
by aself-constituted committee of eight- 
een persons, who are no better Republic- 
ans and have no more authority to speak 
or act for the party than any other equal 
number.

THE MAYOR'S MOTIVES. 

Mayor Epson has written to the Evening 
Post to complain of two reports to which 
that journal had given currency. One of 
them was arumor that Dr. Cyrus Epson 
was to be appointed to the Presidency of 
the Health Department as the reward of 
Mayor Epson for giving the Aldermen a 
chance to confirm Messrs. FRENCH and 
McCuLave. The other was a report that 
Mr. GRACE had declared that Mayor Epson 
would do what he could to hamper the 
action of the incoming Mayor, because he 
imagined that if Mr. Grace had refused 
the nomination he himseif might have se- 
cured a renomination. 

Both these explanations of his action 
Mayor Epson declares to be inaccurate, 
but he does not give his own explanation, 
which ought to be interesting. He does 
not even show that he is aware, and yet 
he must be aware, that his action stands 
in need of explanation. The appointment 
of FRENCH and MCCLAVES, even if the 
Mayor’s power to appoint them had been 
clear, does not explain itself. It is nat- 
ural that people should search for the 
Mayor’s motives. This search, as prose- 
cuted by the Evening Post, resulted in 
the finding of two possible motives. One 
was personal interest and the other was 
personal spite. Itis true that these are 
not good motives. A public officer who 
prostitutes his official power at the dic- 
tate of either is not an admirable public 
officer. But unfortunately the most char- 
itable and credulous conjecture cannot 
discover any good motives for the May- 
or’s action. 

The appointment of Messrs. FRENCH and 
McCuLaveE as part of a jobin which the 
appointing officer was to receive an equiv- 
alent is not creditable, but it is credible. 
On any other hypothesis than that it was 
part of a job it is inexplicable. The 
Mayor himself resents the plausible expla- 
nations that have been made. In failing 
to offer any of his own he seems to sug- 
gest that he made a shameful use of 
powers which he had been officially 
warned that he was usurping out of pure 
and gratuitous ‘‘ cussedness.” This sug- 
gestion his fellow-citizens will decline to 
accept. They know that there are two 
classes of Mayors. Those of one class 
cultivate the respect and good-will of 
their respectable fellow-citizens by using 
their offices in the public interest, though 
they are sure thereby to incur the enmity 
of the Board of Aldermen. Those of the 
other class let the respect and good-will of 
their fellow-citizens find other objects and 
make deals with the Board of Aldermen 
in behalf of themselves and their kindred. 
If Mayor Epson wishes his respectable 
fellow-citizens to believe that he has for- 
feited their respect and good-will for no 
other reason than that he prefers to please 
the Aldermen, his respectable fellow-citi- 
zens will decline to gratify his wish. 
They will persist in believing that for so 
bad an act he must have had a bad and 
adequate motive. They will not believe 
that he had no private interest in doing 
an act directly against the public interest. 
They will not believe, even to oblige him, 
that he is quite an idiot, or that he belongs 
to the class of wrongdoers especially de- 
nounced in the scripture which states 
that if any provide not for his own, and 
especially for those of his own home, he 
is worse than an infidel. 











THE STATE CANALS. 

The official date of closing the canals in 
this State is Dec. 1. It now seems prob- 
able that the actual closure will be en- 
forced some days earlier. At any rate, 
the business of the season of 1884 is done, 
and it seems to be admitted that this has 
been the most unprofitable season for 
many years. It is probable that in no 
year since the Erie Canal was built has it 
carried so small a proportion of the prod- 
ucts of the West which have passed 
through the State of New-York. 

It cannot be said that the experiment of 
free canals has not been fairly tried. If 
it has, then the only conclusion to be 
reached is that the canal is an obsolete 
mode of transportation. The value of the 
canals has for many years been that of a 
regulator of freights. That is to say, it 
has limited the rates of freight chargeable 
by the railways that competed with it. 
But the increase and;,the cheapening of 
the facilities for transportation by the 
railways have gone on so rapidly that the 
waterways cannot compete with them 
even when the artificial waterways have 


been made as free as the natural water- 
ways. 

If this be so, the value of the canal as a 
regulator of freights is gone altogether. 
Nothing more can be done except by di- 
rectly subsidizing canal boats to the extent 


of making up to them the loss they incur 
by carrying goods in competition with the 
railways. Nobody has as yet proposed 
this, and it is not likely that anybody will 
seriously propose it. The abolition of tolls 
was itself an indirect subsidy to the canal 
traffic. It took from the traffic and trans- 
ferred to the taxpayers what would be 
called in a railroad the construction and 
maintenance accounts, and it now ap- 
pears that the railroads can do the busi- 
ness cheaper, paying their own construc- 
tion and maintenance accounts, than the 
canals with these transferred to the State.

Most of 
the other towns which were brought into 
being by the canal have long since become 
independent of it, and those which de- 
pended exclusively upon the traffic it 
brought them have been languishing for 
allthe years during which it has been 
manifest that the canals were doomed. 
The final closing of the canals to traffic 
is perhaps not-many years distant, but the

It 
was pointed out in these columns some 
time ago that the legitimate result of the 
improvements in modern artillery would 
be that naval warfare would consist in 
capturing unarmed vessels and in running 
away from armed ones. We now have an 
invention which promises to make war- 
fare on land as safe as warfare at sea, and 
to enable a man to follow the profession 
of a soldier without incurring any risk 
that an insurance company would regard 
as extra-hazardous. 

Some one has invented a bomb—let us 
call it Smith’s patent safety bomb—with 
the aid of which battles may be fought 
without injury to the combatants. This 
bomb contains a so-called asphyxiating gas 
which is liberated as soon as the bomb 
strikes the ground, and which makes 
everybody within a radius of three hun- 
dred feet of the bomb insensible. An 
army equipped with these bombs can re- 
pel an attack with the greatest ease. 
When the attacking force has come with- 
in range afew patent safety bombs are 


the enemy instantly drops on the ground 
motionless and insensible. An advance 
is at once made by the victors, who ‘take 
possession of the portable property of the 
asphyxiated foemen and then deliver them 
into the hands of a provost guard and 
the surgeons. The latter administer to 
each insensible soldier a light shock from 
a galvanic battery, which has the effect 
of restoring the foe to consciousness, after 
which the prisoners are marched to the 
rear, and the commander of the success- 
ful army sits down to write a flaming 
bulletin. In like manner a fortress can 
be captured by throwing a few patent 
safety bombs into it, and then leisurely 
taking possession of it and resuscitating 
the prisoners. The patent safety bomb 
will supersede all other weapons, and war 
will become a contest in which that side 
will win which is quickest in asphyxiat- 
ing its opponents. 

Of course accidents will sometimes oc- 
cur even in this sort of warfare. <A safety 
bomb, for example, may be thrown with 
a little too much force, and may strike a 
soldier instead of striking the ground in 
front of him; but an occasional accident 
like this cannot for an instant be com- 
pared with the vast quantity of serious or 
fatal accidents which nowadays result 
from the careless handling of weapons 
in battles. It may sometimes happen 
that in a battle where, say, two hundred 
thousand men are engaged, some onesoldier 
may suffer a contusion from a safety 
bomb, or a drum may be injured ina 
similar way, but there will be none of 
that reckless shooting of cannon and 
rifles which now renders every battle— 
except, of course, a South American one— 
as dangerous as a journey on a Mississippi 
steamboat. In fact, campaigning will be- 
come almost as conducive to longevity as 
is dueling in France. 

Of course, if war is to be carried on 
with patent safety bombs new internation- 
al rules for fighting will have to be adopt- 
ed. It must be expressly stipulated that 
the victor shall always resuscitate the 
asphyxiated enemy as soon as a battle is 
ended. Any failure to do this promptly 
should be treated as a misdemeanor, and 
the offending army should be punished by 
fine and imprisonment. In order to en- 
force such a rule as this it would probably 
be well for hostile armies to agree upon 
an umpire before joining battle, and the 
umpire should be provided with one or two 
policemen to assist him in enforcing or- 
der. It can easily be seen that were a vic- 
torious army to neglect to resuscitate the 


foe within a reasonable time the latter 


would perish, in which case the victors 
would be little better than murderers, and 
war would be degraded almost to the 
level of a professional baseball match. 
When war loses all its horrors women 
will, of course, demand to be al- 
lowed to serve as soldiers. When 
asphyxiated the female soldier will be 
sure to sink to the ground in a grace- 
ful attitude, and if all army = sur- 
geons are required to be handsome 
young men no woman will object to be 
asphyxiated and afterward resuscitated. 
Indeed, there will be no reason why our

armies should not be composed wholly of 
women, with the addition of a few male 
gunners to work the mortars throwing 
the asphyxiating bombs—a work which 
can hardly be done without soiling the 
hands with gunpowder. An army of 
beautiful uniformed women—the infantry 
wearing patent leather boots and the cav- 
alry mounted on tricycles—would be in- 
finitely more attractive than an army of 
great, coarse men, though it is probable 
that it would be unsafe to trust a femi- 
nine army to resuscitate enemies of 
marked personal beauty. 

_If we can reduce war to a harmless 
picturesque pastime it will remain for us 
to reduce a political campaign to common 
decency, and we shall then be close to the 
| millennium. The Smith patent safety 
bomb should at once be examined by 
| every Government and its simultaneous 
adoption by all the armies of the world 
| agreed upon.

been received with respect, while no one 
can question the share in the work of Mr. 
STANLEY, an American whose views have 
been heartily and consistently sustained 
by his Government.

KENTUCKY'S AWFUL SCOURGE. 





PEOPLE DYING BY SCORES WITHOUT THY 
AID OF PHYSICIANS. 
LovisvItuE, Ky., Nov. 26.—The Asso« 
ciated Press paragraph sent out last night inti- 
mating that the reports of a dreadful epidemic 
of some unknown disease in the mountain dis- 
tricts of Kentucky and Virginia were originated 
by “‘Mulbattan,the notorious liar,” is untrue. 
Reports come from many localities of the start. 
line nature of the scourge. A Courier-Journal, 
correspondent at Williamsburg, Ky., in the 
mountain district, telegraphs as foliows: 

W. C. Lester, a prominent attorney of this 
Place, bas just arrived from Mount Pleasant, tha 
county seat of Harlan, where he has been for 
two weeks past at the court as acting prosecut- 
ing uttorney. Mr. Lester has information of the 
Drevailing plague, principally from Harlan, 
Letcher, Perry, Leslie, and Bell Counties. He 
says that in Harlan it appears worst. It is most 
fatal and prevails to the greatest extent up 
about the headwaters of the Poor. Fork 
and Clover Creek, in the mountains, 
about 25 miles from Mount Pleasant. 
T his large territory being terribly 
atfiicted, _the people very rapidly. 
In one neighborhood 12 persons died in a single 
day in the latter part of last week, anc thera 
were scarcely well people enough to make their 
coffinsand bury them. On Brown's Creek, which 
rises in Harlan and empties into the Cumberland 
| River in Bell County, the disease is raging with 
frightful fatality, and there is no means of 
keeping a record of the dead. Al! along the 
banks of the stream people are sick and physi- 
cians and medicines, outside of herbs and roots 
with whose curative properties the natives are 
acquainted, are unknowh and unobtainable. 
The epidemic is rapidly spreading in Har- 
Jan County, and so far there seems to have been 
nothing discovered to check or cure it, those af- 
tlicted either dying in a short time or nature sav- 
ing them from death only to leave them such 
physical wrecks that they are helpless as in- 
tants for weeks. In the district covering the 
southern portion of Leteher and Perry, the whole 
of Leslie, and the northeast portion of Beli 
Counties the plague has obtained a foothold, but 
the reports as to its violence are very conflict~ 
ing. Mr. Lester thinks that the deaths run up 
into the hundreds, while the number of thoso 
attacked cannot be estimated. The disease does 
not prevail at Mount Pleasant, but the session of 
the Circut Court as far as the trial of Common-.

' of the throat, and if not fatal in three or four 
| days the patient, as a rule, recovers.- All reports 
; ageec as to the cause of the epidemic, it being 
| attributed to the use of impure water by the 

natives. The season has been unusually dry, the 
streams, as a rule, consisting only of narrow 
| threads of murky, foul-smelling and foul-tasting 

water, with an occasional pool of some poison- 
ous stuff. The corn crop in all the counties 
named above is good, and starvation and want 
only exist because the people can spare no time 
from the sick to gather it. No mills are run« 
ning on the smaller streams. In no portion of 
the territory mentioned is either the corn or hay 
crop less than usual. According to what Mr. 
Lester could learn, the rains which visited the 
lower and central portion of the State in the last 
few days do not seem to have extended into the 
afflicted region, and no pure water is obtainable. 
Thesituation seems appalling, and no rehef is at 
hand. My informant had no news exceptin a 
general way of the prevalence of the plague in 
! Virginia or West Virginia. In the latter only a 
few localities in the extreme southwestern paru 
of the State are atfected, butin the former Bu- 
chanan, Wise, Lee, Russell, and Scott Counties 
are reported infected with the plague. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26.—W. D. Jones, 
of this city, the largest individual land owner in 
the mountainous region of Southwest Virginia 
and Eastern Kentucky and Tennessee, who has 
just returned froma visit to his property, to- 
day made to a Philadelphia Times reporter some 
interesting statements about the mysterious 
| malady which has caused such fatality among 
; the people there. The country, he says, is wholly 
i unlike anything he has ever seen or heard of in 
the United States, and, in his opinion, its physi- 
caland geological peculiarities are responsible 
forthe trouble. The water of five good-sized 
rivers which have their rise within a very. nar- 
row radius is very largely mineral, and the hills 
are full of iron and copper ore and coal, 
lying in some instances close together. During 
the late Summer and Autumn, for a period of. 
three months or more, a great drought prevailed: 
and nearly all the streams dried up, so that not 
only the people but animals sutfered from want 
of water. Allsorts of expedients were resorted 
to; most of the water secured was from caverns 
and smali lakes; the little water that remained 
in the most active springs became so thoroughly 
saturated with the various mineral substances 
that it was almost sure death to drink it in any 
quantity. Even the best of this dangerous stuf 
had to be hauled five or six miles to ease the peo- 
»ie’s thirst. Mr. Jones says that in all about 200 
deaths have occurred from this mineral poison- 
ing, and there are about 300 persons still 
sick. In all cases the persons have com- 
plained for a day or two, and have then 
been seized with violent hemorrhages and 
nausea, dying in ashort time. The docters all 
agree that it is mineral poisoningand have treat. 
ed it as such, in many cases successfully. Chil- 
dren and women suffer the most. while men of 
strone constitution generally manage to get 
over the attack. There have been many sadand. 
distressing cases, and scattered through the 
Counties of Letcher, Hudson. and Perry in Ken- 
tucky, and Lee, Dickinson, ana Wise in Virginia 
are farm houses utterly deserted, the entire fam- 
ilies having been swept away. It has affected 
all classes, though the poorer have suffered the 
most. Judge Day, of Letcher County, a prom- 
inent citizen, lost his wife and several of his 
children. Mr. Jones, attorney, also lost several 
members of his family. The only outside relief 
that has heen tendered to the afflicted locality is 
$1,200 from the Cattle Convention in session ar 
St. Louis. 


THE CARPET WEAVERS’ STRIKE. 











MANUFACTURERS DETERMINED TO ADHERE 
TO THE REDUCED RATES, 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26.—The action tak-~ 
en last night by the ingrain carpet manufactur- 
ers at a meeting in the Girard House effectually 
brought matters to anissue. ‘* The meeting was 
fully determined,” said Mr. B, Keefe, the Secre- 
tary, to-day, ‘“‘not to pay any but the reduced 
rates, and rather than do otherwise some of the 
gentlemen present said they wouid close down 
till July. But there will be no need for so longa 
closing. The moment the miflls} are ready the 
gates will be thrown open, and as many of the 


old hands as choose to come to work at the re- 
duced rates can come. We will fill up the other 
places with apprentices.” 

**Do you intend to make any announcement to 
the weavers ?”’ 

‘*“None whatever. They sent around a so- 
called Arbitration Committee. but it had no 
power to act and would not listen to reason. We 
shall] simply open our doors. Weare not going 
tothem. If they have anything to say they cau 
come to us.” 

Other manufacturers speak in the same strain. 
The weavers are nevertheless as firm as ever. 
They are not disposed to give way. and look 
upon this last threat of the manufacturers as 
only a scare. *“* We know how to stop scabs 
from working for them,” said a weaver, “ and 
we won’t work ourselves unless they pay the 
price. If there’s going to be an increase in tbe 
carpet trade we'll keep out ‘till it comes, and 
then they’ll pay usthe money to get us to work.” 
A committee of those manufacturers whose 
employes are on strike has been formed for the 
purpose of calling on those whose hands are stili 
working. The intention is to endeavcr to per- 
suade thes® latter to jom the association and 
shut down until the weavers will accept the re~ 
duction.

DRAMATIC. 


MR. IRVING AS HAMLET. 

Mr. Irving’s performance of Hamlet, 
which was 10 years agothe subject of admira- 
tion in London, and is still regarded by a large 
proportion of the people in England capable to 
judge of sucha work of artas the most acceptable 
embodiment of Shakespeare’s creation in 
the present generation, was seen for the 
first time iu this city at the Star Thea- 
tre last evening. It was witnessed by an 
audience which tested the capacity of the the- 
atre to the utmost, and which for character was 
superior to any that has been called together in 
a playhouse during this season. Familiar faces 
were seen on every side,the faces of statesmen and 
jeacers in the professions and in social life. The 
representation of the nlay—the most wonderful, 
beautiful, and undying drama of human life and 
thought in the English language—was rewarded 
throughout with keen and critical observation, 
and at times with breathless interest, for there 
are points in this work at which the talent 
and power of the representative actor of 
the British stage are exhibited more vividly 
than in any other piay of his repertory. 
Mr. Irving’s Hamlet received thoughtful at- 
tention in this journal when it was first 
acted before an Amcrican audience at Philadel- 
phia last January. 1t was described then as a 
portrayal of the Danish Prince distinguished by 
many excellencies, but so marked by the actor’s 
mannerisms, his peculiar methods of utterance, 
and his singular walk as to produce an al- 
most grotesque effect upon the mind of the 
spectator to whom the performance is novel. 
These defects, it is important to note, are less 
apparent as the play proceeds. They mar the 
good impression which otherwise would result 
from the actor’s admirabie treatment of the first 
scene with Horatio and his soldier friends, and are 
most noticeable in the encounter with the ghost, 
although there is wonderful power, too, in Mr. 
Irving’s acting at this portion of the play, his 
impulsive motions, his sighing and groaning and 
raving, his groveling and trembling being more 
suggestive, however, of melodrama than tragedy. 
In the succeeding acts perhaps because the 
listener becomes more tamiliar with the actor's 
voice and manner, the impersonation seems to 
gain dignity as well as strength. 

As the tragedy was presented last evening 
some familiar passages were omitted. and a 
whole scene generally retained when ** Hamiet” 
is performed—that between the Prince and the 
Wing after the death of Polonius—was lack- 
ing; yet the performance did not termi- 
nate until nearly midnight, for Mr. Irving 
uses much of Shakespeare’s text that others 
do not use to illustrate his conception 
of the character, and in London much that was 
omitted last might was retained. Our audiences, 
however, are supposed to tire more easily. An 
effort was made to terminate the performance at 
a reasonably early hour by raising the curtain 
promptly at8 o’clock, but atthat hour not much 
more than haif the audience were seated, and 
Hamlet's exposition fof his grief was lost in the 
noise made by the late comers. 

The Hamlet of Mr. Irving hasa princely ap- 
pearance. His fine, thoughtful face is rarely in 
repose, even in the early scenes, when dejection 
end suspicion awe the only sources of his discon- 
tent: there is a constant piay of expression 
in the actor's features, and his face is a 
fine study in itself. His dress, of custom- 
ary black, offers nothing new for notice, 
uniess it be the stmking use he makes 
of his long cloak, changing its folds by a sweep 
of the garment, or clutching it nervously and 
drawing it about his form. each movement hav- 
ing the relation of a conventional gesture to the 
reading of thetext. We have mentioned the 
ghost scenes, in which Mr. Irving is both forci- 
ble and picturesque, though his stilted speech 
and ungainly movements are not always im- 
pressive in the right direction. This Hamlet 
certainly fears the shaae of his father: but his 
fear is notso strong as his respect tor the dead, 
and the sword which isdrawn from its cover 
during the struggie with Horatio and Marcellus 
is held behindthe Prince as he follows the spec- 
tre from the platform. The soliloquies, though 
in them of course the actor’s peculiarities are 
always present, are full of beauty, the lines 
beginning 

“Oh, what arogue and peasant slave am I” 

being the point in the play where the intelli- 

ence, the vigor, and the naturalness of Mr. 
vines conception is first made clear. And the 
intent listener learns in this passage, as well as 
in the famous soliloquy upon immortality, 
that the voice which often sounds so harsh and 
foreign to our ears produces many tones of in- 
comparable beauty and is most potent in the 
expression of the passions which beset the life of 
mun. Thescene with Ophelia is another happy 
moment; his love for the maid is revealed in one 
passionate glance, one scarcely articulate utter- 
ance; there is fine art in that single glance at the 
arras behind the throne which shows that Ham- 
let knows where the King is; and there is a 
touch of grim bumor in the sarcastic advice to 
Ophelia concerning her father: 

“Let the doors be shut upon him, that he may play 
the foo! nowhere but in ’s own ho.ise.” 

The play scene contains Mr. Irving’s most con- 
spicuous “point.” It has been said that this 
Hamlet makes no “points,” the impersonation 
being natural rather than theatric. This is true 
in the sense that Mr. Irving slurs no part of 
the play to make certain passages effective by 
contrast. That is, he makes no vulgar * points.”’ 
But his attitude, demeanor, and ill-concealed 
frenzy during the performance of the mimic 
play, and the frantic delivery of the wild quatrain 
after the King’s exit, when Hamiet,having almost 
crawled to the foot of the throne, mounts it, and 
stands erect, waving his sword in his delirium, 
was certainly calculated to sway the feelings 
of an audience, and its eticctiveness is 
indisputable. it is, moreover, entirely con- 
sistent with what has gone bhefore, and 
it displays the nervous power of the actor 
asit is shown in few other characters. The suc- 
ceeding interview with the courtiers is also 
finely conceived and executed, and the closet 
scene is wonderfully moving. The killing of 
Polonius, the rebuke to the Queen, and the 
terror and agitation caused by the apparition 
are all markedly the work o? a great actor, not 
of a professor of acting whose powers shame 
his inteilect. That is to say, Mr. irving’s 
acting in Hamlet is great acting, 
and it should be seen by = everybody 
who finds enjoyment and instruction in the 
spoken drama. It is not possible at this late 
hour to dwell longer upon this notable per- 
formance, and we have not yet even men- 
tioned the beautiful portrayal of Ophelia 
by Miss Terry, which is so ineffably sweet in its 
tradness, so touching in tae painful mad scene 
that the memory of it lingers in the mind and 
weighs upon the heart. 

The representation was symmetrical, and some 
of the subordinate characters received un- 
usualiy zood_ treatment. Mr. Alexander 
was Laertes, Mr. Tyars Horatio, Mr. Wen- 
man the King, Mrs. Pauncefort the 
Oueen, Mr. Martin Harvey Osric, and Mr. 
Norman Forbes Rosencrantz. The dresses were 
rich and barmonious in their colors, and the 
scenery served as an aid to the imagination, 
without being too elaborate or ostentatious. 
* Hamlet” will be repeated to-night and to-mor- 
row night. 


WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

There was something of festal buoyancy 
in the air at Wallack’s Theatre last night, for the 
public is wont to regard the periodical returns of 
Mr. Lester Wallack to his own boards as occa- 
sions of self-congratulation. Mr. Waliack’s art 
is so delicate, so significant, so brilliant, and so 
rare that those who go to see him, no matter 
bow slight the play or how trivial the character 
he chooses, never fail to enjoy a pleasant even- 
ing. The play selected for Mr. Wallack’s reap- 
pearance last evening was a three-act comedy 
entitled *‘A Bachelor of Arts.*? Twenty-five 
years ago it was first made known tothe public 
of this city, and was fora time popular. It was 
the work of one ** Pelham Hardwicke,” which 
name was the literary disguise of one of a clever 
galaxy of young writers for the stage. It is long 
since this light piece has been performed here, 
and it was, perhaps, a wise choice that ied to its 
revival. it has themerit of presenting Mr. Wal- 
lack in an unfamiliar part, though perhaps not 
tn an unfamiliar character, and this must be ac- 
counted as initsfavor. It has, moreover, some 
merits of its own on which to stand. The story 
js that of ayoung man who, having tested all 
the pleasures that the world, so called, affords, 
ind having become sated, seeks to amuse his 
weary mind with adventure. He answers an 
advertisement, becomes a tutor in the famiiy of 
a gentieman who turns out to beanold friend of 
bis father, rescues the gentleman’s son from a 
disagreeable love entanglement, discomfits a 
false friend who is secking to alienate the 
atfection of the gentleman's wife. and finally 
wins the heart and hand of the same happy gen- 
tleman’s daughter. This serving up of the care- 
less, light, clever, sad sort of a dog as the deus ex 
machina of a pretty comedy is by no means new, 
nor is it a novel thing to find Mr. Wallack enact- 
ing therdle. But it is none the less enjoyable; 
and so long as Mr. Wallack is able to act with as 
much mingled airiness and tenderness as he ex- 
hibited last night, it will continue to be enjoy- 
able. There is one scene in the play which bears 
aresemblance to a scene in ** David Garrick,” 
and in which Harry Jasper, the tutor, teigns 
intoxication for the purpose of teaching 
his empJoyer’s daughter to despi:e him. It was 
in this scene that Mr. Wallack best displayed the 
graceful lightness of his art, and his acting met 
with instant and enthusiastic recognition at the 
hands of the spectators. His welcome when he 
entered, inspired by the kindly regard of his au- 
dience, was cordial, but it was no less warm then 
the ap» lause which calied him before the curtain 
at the close of the performance. The other char- 
acters in the play were well acted. Mr. John 
Gilvert, who made his first appearance this 
season, fplaved Andrew Wiley, the unpleasant 
person of the comedy, with great finish, and was 
received with many demonstrations of affection. 
The evening's entertainment began with Tom 
Taylor's charming one-act drama, “A Sheep in 
Wolf’s Clothing.” Miss Rose Coghlan was the 
Aune Carew, and, though some portions of her 
Work were excellent, she did not achieve as

much with the part as might have been expected 
from an actress of her talent. Mr. Osmund 
Tearle played Jasper Carew in a thoroughly 
manly manner, and Mr. Herbert Kelcey was an 
accomplished Col. Kirke. Mr. John Howson was 
not so happy in his delineation ot Kester Chea- 
zoy. The two plays should be witnessed by all 
lovers of clever character sketches, lightiy but 
firmly drawn.

OPERA AT THE METROPOLITAN. 

The third representation of 
hiiuser”’ attracted a very numerous audience at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last evening. 
Wagner's admirable work never fails to 
draw out the music lovers of a German 
community, but it is only 
ance that its beauties become  percepti- 
ble to the miscellaneous patrons of Italian 
opera. Thecompleteness of the performances 
now occurring at the Metropolitan under the 
artistic direction of Dr. Damrosch is achieving 
capital results in this direction, and the counter- 
claims of a Patti night, and the fact 
that “Tannhiiuser” had already had two 
hearings within 10 days, exercised no 
influence that prevented the boxholders and 
the general public from filling the new abode of 
lyric art. Since ** Tannhiiuser” was first sung at 
the Metropolitan the few changes which 
have taken place have wholly been for 
the better. Friiulein Kraus’s Elisabeth, Friiu- 
lein Slach’s Venus, and Herr Robinson's 
Wolfram are as gocd as ever, but 
Herr Schott’s Tannhiiuser is considerably in ad- 
vance Of the tenor’s personation on the opening 
night of the season; the chorus is much more 
efiicient,and even the orchestra, satisfactory as 
it proved on Monday week, has naturally 
improved in respect of perfect sympathy 
with its leader and executive delicacy 
and precision. The principal difficulties that 
attended the early representations have also 
been surmounted. The change from the Venus- 
berg to the smiling vale in Thuringia is now 
managed with decided smoothness and prompt- 
ness; the array of huntsmen, falcon bearers, 
and attendants at the close of the finale 
of the first act is both picturesque 
and appropriate. and the entry of the 
minstrels and the crowding of the people into 
the space reserved for their occupancy make up 
a spirited, effective, and realistic spectacle. It 
is refreshing to turn from the scenic nudity of 
opera as generaily understood to performances 
in which the eye as well as the eur and 
the intellect are wholly gratified.

TEXT OF THE DECISION GRANTING A DIVORCE 
TO HER HUSBAND. 
From the Paris Morning News, Nov. 14. 
The following is the text of the judg- 
ment of the First Chamber of the Civil Tribunal 
of the Seine denying the principal demand of 
Mme. Patti in her divorce case, and granting the 
cross suit of her husband, the Marquis de Caux: 


Seeing that the Marquis and Marquise de Caux 
demand reciprocally the conversion of the judg- 
ment of separation pronounced by this chamber 
Aug. 3, 1877, into a judgment of divorce; see- 
ing that the judgment of Aug. 3, 1877, rejected 
the application for a separation in her favor, 
which was then introduced by desire of the 
Marquise de Caux, on the ground that from the 
documents introduced on the trial, and particu- 
larly the correspondence addressed to the Mar- 
quise de Caux by a third party, and the state- 
ments in evidence published in the French 
press, if resulted that the conduct ot the Mar- 
quise was of a nature to constitute an injury 
of the gravest character as regards her husband; 
seeing that the fact thus signalized as against 
the Marquise de Caux, farfrom being extenu- 
ated with the lapse of time, has in being 
perpetuated been aggravated, so that her de- 
mand cannot upon any ground be accepted; 
seeing that it follows,on the contrary, from 
what precedes, that the demand of the Marquis 
de Caux is justified in every respect, it being 
besides undisputed that the judgment of Aug. 3. 
1877, has become definitive, and that the separa- 
tion has lasted more than three years. 

For these reasons the tribunal declares that the 
demand of the Marquise de Caux is not sustained, 
and she is non-suited. And, granting cause to 
the demand of the Marquis de Caux, declares the 
judgment of the First Chamber of this tribunal 
of Aug. 3, 1877, which pronounced the separa- 
tion between him and the Marquise de Caux, 
converted into a judgment of divorce; con- 
demns the Marquise de Caux to all the expenses.

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SOME LIVELY SCHOOL GIRLS, 


SMOKING AND PLAYING CARDS ON THE CARS 
LIKE MALE STUDENTS. 
New-HAven, Conn., Novy. 26.—On one of 
the trains bound for New-York, passing through 
this city a little after noon to-day, was a crowd 
of girls. They were evidently from some col- 
lege or boarding school near Boston, as they 
occupied two Boston and Albany cars, which 
they had all to themselves.

COMMISSIONER LORING’S CLERKS. 
oes 
PLACING THEM UNDER CIVIL SERVICE RULES 
TO THWART PLACE HUNTERS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—There are a good 
many clerks employed in the Department of Ag- 
riculture, but until to-day none of them had any 
idea that they were subject to the provisions of 
the civil service law. Nobody else knew it either, 
with the exception of Commissioner Loring, who 
has the privilege of going on the floorof tne Sen- 
ate the same as a Cabinet officer. By the aid of 
the Associated Press, however, the Commissioner 


‘announced this morning that when he provided 


rooms for the Civil Service Commission in the 
Agricultural Annex Building he placed his de- 
partment under the law. The rooms were 
set apart for the commission in April, 188, but 
the public now Jearns for the first time that the 
Department of Agriculture is one of the Govern- 
ment branches to which the civil service rules 
apply. ‘Tbe public has yet to iearn that Dr. Lor- 
ing has ever applied to the commission fora 
clerk to fillany vacancy, for the very food rea- 
sn that no application has been made. Dr. 
Loring says the persons appointed since the law 
went into operation have been messengers, la- 
borers,and persons employed temporarily for 
special purposes. These ciasses do not have to 
pass civil service examinations before being ap- 
pointed. Commissioner Loring also announces 
that theclerks in his @epartment have: een classi- 
tied as the civil service law requires. This is 
true, but the classification has been submitted 
tothe commission so recentiy that that body 
had taken no action upon it up to the close of 
business hours to-day. Nor can it be ijiearned 
that the classification has received the approval 
of the President, which is one of the conditions 


/ precedent to the placing of the department 


under the wing of the civil service law. The 
fact, however, that the classification has really 
been made and laid before the Civil Service Com- 
missioners leads to the belief that the Agricult- 
ural Department may soon be covered by the 
Jaw. Some of the Democratic politicians in 
town ure inclined to regard Dr. Loring’s an- 
nouncement asa purely philanthropic effort to 
protect his clerks from the attacks of the spoils 
hunters next year. 





UPS AND DOWNS IN THE OIL FIELDS. 

Organ, N. Y.., Nov. 26.—When the oil 
excitement inthe new Thom Creek district, in 
Butler county, Penn., broke outa few weeks ago 
owing to the striking of the Phillips 4,000-barrel 
well, two young men by the name of Meyer in- 
vested $3,000, all the money they had, in an oil 
jiease. They put downa well near the Phillips, 
and it proved to be a 6,000-barrel well, the largest 
oil well in the world. They were offered 
$100,000 cash for their lease. They refused it, 
borrowed money, and put down three more 
wells. Every one came in dry. The great 
gusher began to declineand is to-day vielding but 
450 barrelsa day. The owners, instead of having 
$50,000 apiece in cash, are now that much in debt. 
in the same vicinity a townsdip school district 
owns an acre of ground, on which stands an 
old red schoolhouse. The property has always 
been valued at $500. When oil was struck in the 
district some of the best wells were put down on 
each side of the school lot. Parties offered the 
Schoo! Directors $60,000 for the acre. They re- 
fused the offer. Since then the surrounding 
ed ool, and 
are now only inferior producers, and the value 
of the school lot is once more rated at $500. 
Farmer Marshall, on whose farm oi! was dis- 
covered, and who would have been glad of an 
offer of $3,000 for it a week before, was satisfied 
with an offer of $350,000 for it when oil was 
found, and promptly deeded it away at that 
price. 





SUICIDE BY SHOOTING AND HANGING. 


DayTon, Ohio, Nov. 26.—A suicide oc- | 


curred to-day at Miamisburg, 10 miles south of 
here. As Henry Ackerman opened his tobacco 
shed late this afternoon he was horrified to find 
the lifeless body of Jacob Schuler, a prominent 
tobacco merchant of Middletown, banging by a 
halter from a beam in the shed. The — was 

n ex- 
amination revealed a small hole in his right tem- 
ple trom which blood and brain matter were 
oozing. After he had _ securely’ fastend 
the rope about his neck and suspended 
himself from the beam he sent a_ bul- 
let crashing through his brain, producing 
almost instant death. The revolver afterward 
dropped trom bis hand and was found upon the 
ground under the body. ‘Two letters were found 
upon his person giving directions as to the re- 
moval of his body and stating that his only wish 
was to be buriea by the Middletown Knights of 
Pythias. Schuler bad been in the tobacco busi- 
ness in Middletown for a number of years and 
was universally esteemed and respected there. 
His friendsare unable to account for his strange 
and mysterious actions. The officers of the Mid- 
dietown Knightsof Pythias lodge came up from 
there thisevening and took charge of the re- 
mains. 





A MURDERER HANGED. 
Littie Rock, Ark., Nov. 26.—The execu- 
tion of the negro murderer Frank Casey took 
place in the jail yard here to-day. He showed no 


emotion on the scaffold, and accepted death with 
acalm demeanor. His neck was dislocated by 
the fall and he died with scarcely a struggle. 
During the early part of Jast month, late 
at night, he entered a saloon in the outskirts 
of the city and discovered Charles Watson, 
a young white boy, talking to a depraved black 
woman, to which he took exceptions, and rush- 
ing at Watson stabbed him to death with a longe 
bladed clasp knife. He then dragged him to the 
door and threw him into the street and fled. 
Watson was disemboweled. His body was coy- 
ered with gashes, and his arm was almost severed 
at the shoulder. Casey was chasea to the woods 
by a posse of men,and his capture effected at 
daylight the following morning.

HENRY IVISON. 

The founder and, until his retirement 
about four years ago, the head of the largest 
school book publishing house in the world, died 
at his home in West Forty-eighth-street yester- 
Cay. About 40 years ago, when Mr. Ivison began 
business on his own account in this city, he was 
convinced that it would pay to confine his ener- 
gies mainly to the publication of school books, 
though well aware that to do it successfully 
would require immense capital and peculiar sa- 
gsacity in making selections. He has said, since 
he retired from active business life in January, 
1881, with an ample tortune, that he “attributed 
the success of his firm to steady industry, econ- 
omy and strict adherence to the one line of pub- 
lication undertaken, without turning to the right 
hand or to the left; also to the avoidance of all 
speculation, libera! and judicious advertising, 
well organized agency plans and thoughtful 
treatment of patrons.” 

Mr. ivison was in his pew in the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall’s church last Sunday morning, complaining 
only of aslight coldon his lungs, On Monday 
he was taken il!, Tuesday evening he felt so 
much better that he sat up in his library and 
read the newsp pers. During the night he grew 
rapidly worse, and early in the morning he 
passed away. 

Henry Ivison was born in Glasgow, Scotland, 
in 1808. Had he lived he would have been 76 
years old next Christmas day. For the follow- 
ing ineidents of Mr. Ivison’s early career, and 
his subsequent changes in the trade of which he 
was so useful a member, THE Times is indebted 
tothe advance sheets of J. C. Derby’s “ Fifty 
Years Among Authors, Books, and Publishers,” 
shortly to he issued by G. W. Carleton & 
Co. The author of the took learned his 
trace with Mr. Ivison 50 years ago. Mr. 
Ivison's parents came to America in search of @ 
fortune when he was a lad 12 years old. 
After they had been here a short time they went 
back to Scotlana again, leaving the boy behind 
them apprenticed to William Williams, of Utica, 
then the largest bookseller west of Albany. 
Partly on account of a fancy he had taken to 
the boy, but mainly from sympathy with his be- 
ing left alone in a strange land atso tender an 
age, Mr. Williams took young Ivison into his 
family and treated him as his own child. In 1850, 
a year aiter young Henry was out of his time, 
Mr. Williams was asked by a prominent friend in 
Auburn if hecould not send out a reliable young 
man toonena bookstore. The better class of 
people, especially the Professors and students at 
the Auburn Theological Seminary, would be 
sure, the friend said. to encourage and patron- 
ize him. Six months afterward, when he had 
heen instructed in the details of the salesroom, 
Henry Ivison ieft his early friend and employer, 
and, with the pecuniary as‘istance of the friend 
who suggested the enterprise, began business 
l‘fe for himself in Auburn. His good quali- 
ties and persevering industry soon built 
him up a good _ trade, not. only in 
Auburn, but in the surrounding _ terri- 
tory. Mr. Tvison relates that one of his earliest 
customers was William H. Seward, then Govern- 
or of the State. He came into thestore one 
morning, accompanied by a fine-looking gentle- 
man whom Mr. Ivison did not know, and called 
foracopy of Washington Irving’s latest work. 
When it was furnished him he turned to his com- 
panion and said: “I want your autograph in the 
book.” The gentleman addressed borrowed a 
pen from Mr. Ivison and wrote on tie fly-Jeaf 
** Washington Irvine.” 

After a moderately successful business of 16 
years in Auburn Mr. Ivison removed to this 
city. He had become acquainted with Mark H. 
Newman, a successiul book publisher here, and 
received from him a proposition of conartner- 
ship. Mr. Ivison was loth to leave Auburn, but 
left the matter for his wife to decide. Shead- 
vised him to come to New-York. In 1646 the 
firm of Mark H. Newman & Co. was established. 
The most important books published by it were 
Sanders’s Readers, the first consecutive set of 
readers published in America, beginning with 
the primer and grading upward five volumes, 
The sale of these readers was very large at the 
outset, steadily increased, and now is something 
enormous. When he was in London, in 1866, Mr. 
Ivison told a gentleman from whom he had pur- 
chased large quantities of paper that they never 
put to press less than 100,000 copies of Sanders’s 
Pictorial Primer. ° 

In 1852 a new partnership for three years was 
founded under the firm name of Newman & Ivi- 
son, but the senior partner died before the end 
of the first year, leaving the business entirely in 
Mr. Tvison’s hands. By consent of Mr. New- 
man's Executor, he carried it on in accordance 
with the copartnership articles. Later Mr. Ivi- 
son bought out the entire interest of the con- 
cern and took in as partner H. F. Phinney. of 
Cooperstown, this State, an experienced book- 
seller, ason-in-lawof J. FenimoreCooper. The 
firm of Ivison & Phinney is perhaps better known 
than any other with which Mr. Ivison has been 
associated. In1866 Mr. Phinney’s health failed, 
and Messrs. Birdsey Blakeman, Augustus C. Tay- 
lor,and Mr. Ivison’s eldest son, David B., were 
admitted to the firm, which was carried on un- 
derthe name of Ivison. Phinney, Blakeman & 
Co. The present firm of Ivison, Blakeman, Tay- 
lor & Co. publish more than 3800 diiferent school 
books, among them Webster’s School Diction- 
ary and the famous Spencerian copy books. 

After his retirement Mr. Ivison divided his 
time between his house in this city and his Sum- 
mer residence in Stockbridge, Mass. He was at 
onetime an Elder inthe Madison-Square Pres- 
byterian Church, but when he moved up town 
abont eight years ago he joined the Rev. Dr. 
Hall’s congregation. He was, at the time of his 
death, a Trustee of the Union Theological Sem1- 
nary. He leaves a widow, one son, David B. 
Ivison, and two married daughters. One of 
ther. is the wife of A. B. Hoadley, of New- 
Havon. and the other the wife of James A. Par- 
sou.e of this city. The funeral will take place 
on Fri‘tay afternoon.

JAMES BUCKMAN. 

The announcement is made in London of 
the death of James Buckman, F. L. §., F. G. 8., 
F.S. A. Prof. Buckman was noted as an edu- 
cator, a writer on geolozy, botany, and agricult- 
ure, and as a practical farmer. He was born at 
Cheltenham, England, in 1816, educated at a 
private school, and at the age of 30 appointed 
Curator and Resident Professor at the Birming- 
ham Philosopbical Institution. From 18418 to 
1863 he held the position of Professor of Geology 
and Botany at the Royal Agricultural Col- 
lege at Cirencester. While yet quite young 
he was articled to a surgeon apothecary 
in Cheltenham, and he afterward studied chem- 
istry, botany, and geology in London. For 
many years he was Secretary and Lecturer at 
the Cheltenham Philosophical Institution, and 





was presented with a hand-ome testimonial on 
leaving for Birmingham in 1846. He also re- 
ceived two other valuable testimonials, one from 
his scientific friends and citizens of Cirencester, 
the other from his pupils on resigning his ap- 
pointmentat the Royal Agricultural College. Of 
late years he has devoted himself chiefly to the 
cultivation on scientific principles, and with re- 
markable success, of a large farm in Dorset- 
shire. His products, especially of root cultiva- 
tion, have won many prizes. At the same time 
he has found leisure to study and illustrate some 
of the more important agricultural questions 
that have lately arisen.

CHARLES 8S. STEBBINS. 

Charles 8. Stebbins, a widely known res- 
ident of Staten Island for half a century, died 
vesterday at his home in Tompkinsville, Staten 
Island. Mr. Stebbins kept the old Union Hotel 
at the first Staten Island ferry landing 40 years 
ago. Later he kept a hotel at Vanderbilt Land- 
ing. Hewasan intimate friend of William H. 
Vanderbilt during the latter’s residence on Staten 
Island, and he wasa frequent and welcome guest 
at the Vanderbilt residence on Fifth-avenue. 
His ready wit and readiness at repartee were 
proverbial. Mr. Stebbins was for many years an 
auctioneer and served two terms as Collector of 
Internal Revenue soon after the war. He wasa 
famous story teller. His fund of reminiscences 
of Staten Islanders. and particularly of Commo- 
dores George Law and Cornelius Vanderbilt, was 
very great.

THOSE ELECTION RETURNS. 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS SAY THEY WERE 
BETTER THAN EVER BEFORE. 

A meeting of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee of the New-York Associated Press and 
the Western Associated Press, called in New- 
York to investigate the published charges of 
partisanship in their dispatches during the cam- 
paign and their collection of election returns, 
was attended by the members as follows: Charles 
A. Dana, of the New-York Sun, Chairman; 
Whitelaw Reid, of the Tribune, Secretary; James 
Gordon Bennett, of the New-York Herald, rep- 


resented by Dr. G. W. Hosmer; Richard Smith, 
of the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, and W. L. 
Haideman, of the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

After athorough investigation of the work, 
including circulars of instruction, correspond- 
ence with agents by letter and teiegraph, corre- 
spondence with candidates, complaints from 
both Democratic and Ropublican sources, dis- 
patches sent out, returns received by telegraph, 
and the originals filed by the senders in the sev- 
ral telegraph offices, Messrs. W. N. Haldeman, 
of the Louisville Cowricr-Journal, and Richard 
Smith, of the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette,were 
appointed a subcommittee to summarize the 
conclusions reached by the members. They 
presented the following report, wbich was unan- 
imously adopted, and the Chairman and Secre- 
tary of the Joint Executive Committee were in- 
structed to sign the same and transmit it to the 
members and clients of the two associations: 

To the Members and Clients of the As ociated Press: 

The joint Executive Committee did not deem it ad- 

visable duringa sharply contested campaign to take 
public notice of the misrepreseniations and unwar- 
ranted criticisms published against the Associated 
Press, Observation shows that during such seasons of 
excitement men ure moved by passion rather than by 
reason. Now that the party contest is closed the com- 
mittee deem it their duty to make public the foliowing 
statement: 
_ A meeting of the committee was called for the 25th 
inst.,, to which David M. Stone, Wsq., President of the 
New-York Associated Press, and the Hon. Joseph 
Pulitzer, of its Executive Committee, were invited. 
The latter was, unfortunately, out of the city, but Mr. 
Stone attended, and gave the committee the benefit of 
his counsel and experience. <A careful review of the 
work done und of the official records warrant the 
statement thatthe high character and non-partisan fair- 
ness that have given the Associated Press its bold upon 
public conildence in the past have been firmly main- 
tained, and that no improper influence, political or 
otherwise, has been permitted to enter into the man- 
agement. The work, strictly confined within the limits 
prescribed by rules which experience has proved to be 
safe and just to all parties, has been larger than in any 
previous campaign. This was due toa greater num- 
ber of purty divisions, and to the demand of the press 
fora fuller service. The State Conventions—nearly a 
hundred innumber—and the National Conventions of all 
the political organizations were reported with a thor- 
oughness and rapidity surpassing anything ever before 
attempted. The subsequent official action of the party 
committees, the letters. nddresses, and movements of 
the candidates were carefully provided for under in- 
structions similarin language and spirit. It has never 
been considered as within the legitimate functions of 
this non-partisan association to report ordinary cam- 
puign meetings, or to transmit the scandals that spring 
up during such heeted periods. All such have been 
rigorously excluded from Associated Press reports. 

The charge that ejection returns in the State of 
New-York were withheld is disproved by the fact that 
out of atotal of 1,040 wards und towns inthe State 
the Associated Press received on election night re- 
turns from 630, whereas in 1876 return’ were received 
from only 254 and in 1680 from only 293. The extent, 
rapidity. and substantial accuracy of this service were 
never equaied beforein this State, the total vote of 
whieh in 1884 reached the enormous number of 
1,167,003, s0 nearly divided between the two great 
parties as to leave to the victor only about 1,100 of a 
plurality. 

The investigation shows that while there were some 
serious errors in telegraphing of our reports, especially 
from remote points, due in part to their being trans. 
mitted over different lines of telegraph, and while these 
errors in the main diminished the apparent strength of 
Cleveland, there was but one error of importance in 
the office of the Associated Press. This was 
in a bulletin issued on Nov. . two days 
after election, known as oulletin No. 14. 
In waking this up one of the mathematicians em- 
ployed, intheabsence of full returns from districts, 
instend of continuing to estimute the percentage of 
Democratic gains, as had been done before, undertook 
to estimate the actual pluralities, und by this process 
figured out aplurality of 478 for Mr. Blaine. The 
sub-agent in charge of the office sent this out with- 
out sufficient scrutiny. but it was correct- 

as soon as its inaccuracy was positively 
ascertained. In regard to this error the committee 
find no evidence of an intentional wrongdoing on the 
part of the subagent. From first to last there was no 
effort to control] or affect the returns by any member of 
the committee in any interest, nor any interference of 
any sort; and the general instructions under which the 
work wus done were strictly fair, non-partisan, and 
more thorough and minute than ever hefore.

WAGES REDUCED IN SEVERAL MILLS— 
DULLNESS IN TRADE THE CAUSE. 

Easton, Penn., Nov. 26.—A reduction of 
trom 10 to 15 per cent. will go into effect at 
Stewart & Co.’s wire mills on Monday, the men 
baving been notified of the reduction to-day, 
The firm says that the reduction only affects 
certain wire-drawers who were paid a higher 
rate than others in similar departments. Those 
men were making good wages and were satisfied 
to work only eight hours a day while the others 
worked ten. By the new rate all can make from 
$2 to $2 5Jaday. Laborers are cut down from 
$1 15 to $1 U5 a day. 

SHEFFIELD, Penn., Nov. 26. — Horton, 
Crary & Co.’s five tanneries at Sheffield, Arroyo, 
Forest, Tionesta, and Horton have closed, throw- 
ing out of employment a large number of skilled 
workmen. ‘The capacity of the firm’s tanneries is 
2,000 sides of sole leather per day. The shut downis 
owing tothe great depression in both the for- 
eign and home leather markets. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Nov. 26.—The pud- 
dlers of the Susquehanna Rolling Mill, at Colum- 
bia. have been notified of a reduction in wages 
of 20 cents per ton, to take effect Dec. 1. A re- 
duction equivalent to5 per cent. has also been 
made in the wages of the laborers. The men will 
accept the reduction. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 26.—The pro- 
posed reduction in the Ballou Mills at Woon- 
socket takes place on Dec. 1, and will be 7 per 
cent. less than the operatives now receive. The 
Eagle Mills, Woonsocket, this morning posted a 
notice of a reduction of wages to take effect 
Dec. 8 

TauNnTON, Mass., Nov. 26.—The striking 
weavers of the Whittenton Mills refused to go to 
work this morning, and the mills shut down in 
consequence, as nothing can be done until the 
weavers return. The disaffection seems to be 
among the German element. 


Boston, Nov. 26.—On account of the pre- 
vailing dullness of business E. W. Chapin & Sons* 
woolen mills at Northborough have closed for 
an indefinite period. About 150 operatives are 
thrown out of employment.

CRITICISING AN APPOINTMENT. 

WASHINGTON, No.v 26.—Friends of Seret. 
Brainerd continue to be very angry with Presi- 
dent Arthur for declining to appoint the Ser- 
geant to one of the two Lieutenancies in the 
army filled yesterday. They criticise the selec- 
tion of Attorney-General Brewster’s adopted 
son for one of the vacancies, but they are espe- 
cially severe in their comments on the appoint- 
ment of William W. Wright, of New-Jersey. In 
this, they declare, the President violated the 
spirit of the law, although not its letter. 
Young Wright was madea Cadet at the West 
Point Academy in 1882, and joined his class in 
July of that year. At the semi-annua! examina- 
tion in the following January, he was found de- 
ficient in his studies, but was aliowed to resign, 
thus avoiding a recommendation for his dis- 
charge by the Academic Board. Sergt. Brain- 
erd’s fricnds point to these circumstances and 
then refer to section 1,825 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, which is as follows: 

No cadet who is reported as deficient in either con- 
duct or studies and recommended to be discharged 
from the Academy shall, unless upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Academic Board, be returned or reappoint- 
ed or on gerne to any place ip the army before his 
class shall have left the academy ana received their 
commissions. 

Sergt. Brainerd, say his friends, made a brill- 
iant record as a member of the Greely expedi- 
tion and receives no recognition.

He was seized with 
violent cramps and Dr. Leineburner was called. 

The physician saw at once that the boy was 
suffering from poison and administered an anti- 
dote. He was powerless, however, to sare the 
life of the sufferer, who died in the evening. In 
the boy’s room was found a paper that had con- 
tained a powder of some kind. Mrs. Vetter 
threw the paper away, and nothing of a satis- 
factory nature is known regarding its contents, 
nor isthe name of the druggist from whom the 
poison hadbeen purchased known. Dr. Leine- 
burner reported the suicide to the police, and 
Sergt. Lindsey will have a search made for the 
paper this morning.

POLITE IN THEIR WARFARE 


MESSRS. MASON AND WM’'CLAVE 
BOTH HOLDING THE FORT. 
@#aCH GLAD TO SEE THE OTHER IN HIS 
CFFiCE—MR. MASON TO APPEAL TO THE 
COCRTS—WILL THE POLICE BE PAID? 

Tne amicable warfare which has been 
‘raged quietly since last Monday between Col. 
Joel W. Mason and ex-Alderman Jobn McClave, 
each of whom claims to be Police Commissioner, 
was not disturbed by any overt act yesterday. 
Everything looked serene on the surface, and 
the rival claimants were apparently as friendly 
and amiabie to each other as though nothing had 
pver occurred to mar the pleasait relations 
which bad existed between them for so many 
years. Ex-Alderman McClave was early on the 
scene, and took possession of the room formerly 
occupied by his friend and former mentor, and 
likewise took the chair which has so long been 
the seat of Mr. Mason. The gorgeous floral 
horseshoe which on Tuesday adorned the table 
had disappeared, 

Mr. McClave was busy over his morning’s 
heavy mail, when Mr. Mason entered the room 
as bright and cbipper as though there was no 
cloud to his title to the Police Commissionership. 
“Ah! good morning, Alderman!” said Mr. 
Mason. 

“Good morning, Colonel.” replied Mr. Me- 
Clave, as he jJocked up from his letters; ** fine 
morning.” 

* Yes,” replied Mr. Mason, as he warmed his 
hands at the fire brightly burning in the low 
urate, * but it’s getting colder. I expect it will 
be a cold day by and by for somebody.” Mr. 
McClave resumed the reading of his letters, while 
Mr. Mason took off his overcoat. Clerk Grant 
was in a quandary. He bad had keys fitted to 
the drawers on the opposite side of the table at 
which Mr. McClave was sitting, and had a nice 
vemfortable chair drawn up to thetable. “I 
suppose you gentlemen won't mind sitting at 
the same table?” ejaculated the clerk. “ 
can draw a line through the centre of the table.” 

“i don’t mind it in the least,” said Mr. Mason, 
as he took the vacant chair. “ The Alderman is 
and always bas been welcome as my guest.” 

Not to be outdone in politeness Mr. McClave 
bowed to his old friend and said gravely: “I 
ata sure I am glad to see Col. Mason in my office. 
He will always be welcome bere.” The clerk 
withdrew witb a sigh, thauking his stars that the 
raatter had been so amicably settled. The rivals 
sat at opposite sides of the table attending to 
their correspondence until a clerk from the 
Treasurer’s cttice came in with some papers. As 
he came forward both the gertlemen reached 
out their hands for the papers, but they 
passed into the possession of Mr. Mec- 
Clave without a struggle. Col. ‘Mason 
subsequentiy _ visited Gen. Porter, who 
Was engaged in listening to the trials of police- 
men. e took a seat beside Gen. Porter, but did 
not attempt to take part jn the proceedings. 
When he left Mr. McClave took the seat he had 
Yacated, but also only remained a short time. 
Mr. McClave, before jeaving the Central Office, 
had along conference with George G. Gott, the 
Treasurer’s bookkeeper, and the details of the 
otiice and the mode of paying the force, &c., were 
explained to him. He said that he had been le- 
gaily elected Treasurer of the board, and he 
meant to maintain his right to the office in the 
courts. He intended to have his sureties qualify 
before the Controller in time to pay the force 
promptly on Dec. 1. He went down town soon 
after noun and did not return. 

Col. Mason, who did not appear to be at all 
disturbed by his position, said that be was still 
in office and he meant to stick. He was still a 
Police Commissioner and the Treasurer of the 
board. Even if the title of McClave to the posi- 
tion of Police Commissioner was clear, his elec- 
tion to the office of Treasurer was clearly illegal, 
as it was done at a special meeting of the board 
‘-irnout due notice to all the Commissioners, 
und at such u meeting no such action as was tuk- 
©n was permissiple under the rules, Col. Mason 
added that he had received legal advice from 
eminent counsel; that his position was impreg- 
sable. Judge Andrews, of the Supreme Court, 
when he was Corporation Counsel, he'd that the 
terin of office for which be was appointed did 
not expire until 1886, and he had been informed 
that the present Corporation Counsel had viven 
an opinion to the same effect. His lawyers, 
whom he did not care to name at present, were 
busy preparing the necessary papers to bring 
the case in proper shape before the courts. He 
Was not at liberty to disclose what the nature of 
these proceedings was, but all would be done 
regularly and in order. 

itis probable that the quarrel for the office 
Will not disclose any new phase until the next 
reguiar meeting to-morrow, at which it is ex- 
pected that Commissioner Matthews, who is now 
out of town, will be present. Mr. Matthews is 
the County Democracy member of the board, 
anditis not definitely known what course he 
hastaken in the fight. Should he ignore Mc- 
Clave’s appointment and side with Mason new 
and altogether unlooked for complications will 
wrise. 

The police force is agitated over the question 
of their payment on Dec. 1. It is expected that 
the difference between Mason and McClave will 
reach a head when the pay rolls for the force are 
Imade. Should the ‘ ontroller recognize the va- 
lidity of McClave selection as Treasurer and ap- 
prove his sureties, that will simplify the matter 
of paying the force and all claims against the de- 
partment. The Board of Police each month makes 
a requisition on the Controller for one-twelfth of 
the total appropriation. Thisis transmitted in 
& warrant tothe order of the Treasurer of the 
Police Department, and deposited by him insuch 
banks as are designated as custodians of the 
vity funds, and against the money so de- 
posited the Treasurer draws his checks for 
the payment Of the pay rolis and other claims. 
These checks must be countersigned by the chief 
zierk and the Treasurer’s bookkeeper. As soon, 

. therefore, as Controlier Grant approves of Mc- 
Clave’s sureties and notifies the Board of Police 
of such approval the chief clerk will notify the 
banks in which the balances of the police fund 
are held that Mr. McClave has been selected as 
Treasurer, and having duly qualified no money 
must be paid out except uponbis check, duly 
countersigned. Mr. Mason may secure an injunc- 
tion restraining Mr. McCiave from acting as 
Treasurer,butit is not probable that he will resort 
to this measure, as it would keep the force and 
numerous tradesmen from receiving promptly 
the money due them. 

In opposition to the argument of Mr. Mason 
that Mr. McClave was improperly and illegally 
elected Treasurer of the department ata special 
meeting it is held that the rule was one which 
was made by the board for its own guidance. It 
has not the same force as a law. and can be 
nbrogated. laid aside, or repealed at the will of 
the Commissioners. Even if the Controller 
should object to the manner in which the selec- 
tion of Mr. McClave for Treasurer was made, 
that can be rectified at the regular meeting of 
the board to-morrow, when, by the votes of 
Messrs. French ana Porter and himself, he can 
again be chosen, even if Commissioner Matthews 
votes against him. It is not believed, therefore, 
that the fiscal affairs of the department will be 
interfered with, and the force will probably be 
paid as promptly as usual. 

‘During ail this controversy President French 
smiles and savs nothing. As he succeeded him- 
self, there is no one to dispute his appointment. 
Yesterday he took possession of his office, which 
had been in the hands of the painters for over a 
week. There was new paint on the walls. new 
carpet on the floors, and everything in the hard- 
some rooms iooked as clean andas bright as a 
new silver dollar. Mr. French bhimseif was 
about the cheeriest object in the room. He 
smiled as he regarded a horseshoe of handsome 
flowers on his tabie. which had been sent 
by “a few friends,” and he jaughed and 
chuckled as his visitors came in and con- 
gratulated him upon his reappointment. A 
curious fact, not generally known, is that Mr. 
French loses $3,000 a year by his reappointment. 
The law of 1873 fixed the salary of President of 
the Board of Police at $8,000, and he has been re- 
ceiving that sum ever since he has held the posi- 
tion of President. In 1880 the law was amended 
so as read that the salaries of ail Commissioners 
of Police appointed after the passage of the act 
should be $5,000 per annum. The late Commis- 
sioner Nichols received that salary during his 
lust term, and Mr. Matthews is in the same 
vategory. Mr. French and Mr. McClave will nave 
to content themseives with the same salary, as 
the law does not provide forany extra compensa- 
thon for either the President or Treasurer, 





LAUGHS WHILE ACCUSED OF MURDER. 

Daniel Shea, who killed Mrs. John Miller 
at No. 23 Marion-street on Tuesday by stabbing 
her in the neck, was arraigned in the Tombs Po- 
lice Court yesterday. He said that he was 70 
years o'a, a native of Ireland, that he had lived 
at his present place for two years, and bad sup- 


ported himself by carrying coal and sawing 
wood forthe neighbors. The old man did not 
teem to realize his position even when Justice 
White told him that the penalty which threat- 
eved him was death. He laughed nearly ail the 
time. When asked if he bad anything tosay he 
began a rapid, incoherent story, and kept point- 
ing tothe husband of the dead womar—a rather 
Bissipated locking German—and exclaiming, 
*There! there! that’s Jack Miller. He’s been 
worrying me for a year. He’s the one. My 
wife ain’t dead. Who said I killed her?” 
* He's cunning,” said Miller. ** He’snotcrazy. 
He's only makin’ believe.” 
Shea was held without ba‘l to await the action 
ofthe Grand Jury. He had $21 sewed up in his 
aoket. Sergt. Cahill cut the money out and gave 
t to Shea’s wife. 


FAVORING A CHAMBERS-STREET ROAD. 
The Railroad Committee yesterday pre- 
zented to the Common Council a report in favor 
of permitting the Chambers-Street and Grand- 
Street Ferry Railroad Company to lay a single 
track railroad over the following route: Be- 
ing at the Grand-Street Ferry and running 
thence through Grand, Cherry, Madison, Cham- 
bers, Chatham, Duane, and West streets to the 
Pavonia Ferry. returning through Chambers, 
Chatham, New Chambers, and James streets to 
Joosevelt Ferry; also by a branch from New 
Czzmbers-street through Madison, Jackson, and 
South streets to the point of beginning. The 
city will receive for the franchise only the 3 per 
pent, of the gross receipts vrovided by law- 








VERDICT FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 


END OF A SUIT AGAINST THE GLASS IM- 
PORTING FIRM OF BOYD & SONS. 

The trial of the Government’s suit 
against E. A. Boyd & Sons, plate glass importers, 
for an alleged fraud in attempting to pass 25 
eases of glass through the Custom House with- 
out payment of duties, was ended yesterday, and 
the jury brought in a verdict for the Govern- 
ment. In December, 1882, the Government made 
a contract with the Boyds, by which they were 
to provide 9,222 square feet of polished plate 
glass for the new Post Officeand Custom House 
buildings of Philadelphia for the sum of $4,181. 
By the terms of the contract this quantity of 
glass was to be admitted to the United States 
free of duty, but, as the glass was needed sooner 
than was anticipated, the Boyds shipped to Phil- 


adelphia, from their stock on hand, 81 boxes of 
glass containing the required number of square 
feet, under the condition that they might import 
a like quantity, free of duty, to replace that 
which they supplied. 

The Boyds began to furnish the glass in Feb- 
ruary, 1s83, the last shipment being made from 
New-York about a year after that time. In 
April, 1884, the firm sent a letter to the super- 
vising architect that 29 cases of glass, being 
part of the quantity they wouldimport, was ex- 
pected to arrive on the steamer Baltic in a few 
days, and asked fora permit to get it through 
the Custom House free of duty. This permit 
was issued by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the glass was duly delivered to Boyd & Sons. A 
month after its arrival another letter was writ- 
ten by the importing firm notifying the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the steam- 
er Alaska would the next day _ arrive 
at this port bringing with her 35 more 
eases of giass,_ still leaving 17 cases 
to follow before the amount shipped to Phila- 
deiphia should be replaced, and asking for a 
permit to pass this second importation free of 
duty. For some reason suspicion that the Boyds 
were not acting in good faith was aroused. The 
85 cases were held at the Barge Office, and an 
examination showed that they contained no less 
than 26,978 square feet of giass, worth about 
$25,000. This single consignment would have 
filled the Government contract almost three 
times. It was then discovered that the 29 cases 
previously delivered had contained 29,942 square 
feet of glass. Thus Boyd & Sons, instead of re- 
placing 9,222 square feet, worth $4,181, had act- 
ually brought over more than 55,090 square 
feet, worth $48,000. which, with 17 cases more, 
they intended to get through the Custom Heuse 
by means of their free permit. 

The suit was brought for the confiscation of 
the 35 cases—the 29 cases had been already con- 
sumed and could not, therefore, be seized—be- 
fore Judge Shipman and a jury, in the United 
States Cireuit Court. After his Honor’s brief 
charge yesterday'the‘jury retired, and in five min- 
utes returned with a verdict for the Govern- 
ment, which carries with it a forfeiture by 
Boyd & Sons of the glass. The jury also found 
in the affirmative on the question of the intent 
on the Boyas’ part to defraud the Government. 
The United States Grand Jury had already in- 
dicted the Boyds on the criminal charge of de- 
frauding the Government, and they will be tried 
on this charge before Judge Benedict at the next 
criminal term. The penalty on conviction of 
the criminal charge isa fine of from $50 to $5,000, 
or imprisonment for two years, or both. 





A GIANT CARTRIDGE EXPLODES. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND THREE WOUNDED BY 
CARELESS BLASTING, 

A loud explosion startled the few people 
who livein the neighborhood of St. Nicholas- 
avenue and One Hundred and Forty-first-street 
about 12:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Officer 
Vosburgh, of the One Hundred and Twenty- 
eighth-street police station, who was patrollingin 
the vicinity, heard the explosion and hurried to 
the scene, when he tound four men lying on the 
ground with their ciothes covered with blood. 
Three were groaning and the fourth was uncon- 
scious. The left side of his head had been crushed 
in. The officer gave all the assistance that he 
could to the other wounded men and then hur- 
ried off to the station house, trom which an 
alarm for an ambulance was sent, and ali were 
taken to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital. 

William Reily, a contractor and biacksmith, 
at Manhattan-street and the Boulevard, bas a 
contract for building a sewer in part of St. 
Nicholas-avenue, and yesterday a gang of men 
were at work on the sewer blasting a bed of 
rock at One Hundred and Forty-tirst-street. A 
hole bad been drilled, and James McCormack, of 
One Hundred and Thirtieth-street and Tentb- 
avenue, the blaster, put in two cartridges of 
giant powder and pushed them down with a 
crowbar to make room for a third cartridge. 
Patrick Dugan, age 23, of One Hundred and 
Eighty-first-street and the Boulevard, and 
Michael McDonourh, of One Hundredand Six- 
tieth-street and Tenth-avenue, were working 
side by side near by, and alittle further away 
was Roger Casey. The hole drilled in the rock 
was rather tight for the cartridge,and McCor- 
mack gently forced it down, when there was an 
explosion. 

McCormack was thrown the first, and when he 
recovered his senses he could not see, and he felt 
a terrible pain about the eyes and face. Dugan 
was knocked down by the force of the explosion, 
and when he cameto he found himself lying 
across the prostrate form of McDonough, while 
he himself had ugly cuts about the face. Casey 
was somewhat bruised about the face and body, 
but wasabletogo home. McDonougna died in 
the hospital toward evening. It is feared that 
McCormack will lose his eyesight. 





HE DID NOT PICK OUT A JACK. 

Adam Blum came to this country from 
Germany 20 years ago, and by economy and 
thrift succeeded in saving up $250. On Tuesday 
evening heertered the saloon at No. 109 Chatham- 
street. He drank with one or two men who 
were strangers to him. Oneof the latter took 
outa pack of cards and offered to bet $20 that 
no one present could pick outa jack. The offer 
was taken by another stranger, who picked out 
a jack and received $20. Some one offered to 
bet Adam that he could not pick out a 
jack. He replied that ie did not bet. 
Some one suggested’ that he would 
not bet because he had no money. This touched 
Adam’s pride, and he produced the $250 which 
it had taken him 20 years tou save. One of the 
group seized this money and pretended to regard 
itasstakes. Adam protested, but his money 
was not returned. He was urged to pick out a 
jack **justfor fun,” and was assured that he 
would win $009 if he was sucvesstul. Adam still 
protested that be did not want to bet. 
Finally, however, he selected a_ card, 
which, of course, was not a jack. He 
begged for the return of his money, but 
this was refused, and the winner hurried into 
the street. Adam attempted to follow, but was 
seized by the suloon keeper, who told bim that 
he would have to pay torthe drinks betore he 
left. When Adam finally reached the street the 
swindlers were gone. He went to Castle Garden 
yesterday and stated his case to Detective Gro- 
den, who has frequently recovered immigrants’ 
money from swindiers. Butas Adam could not 
be classed as an emigrant, Mr. Groden referred 
him to the police of the First Precinct. 





A $30,000 CLAIM AGAINST THE CITY. 

Ata meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday a communication was received from 
Edmund Coffin, Jr., attorney for Messrs. D. Wil- 
lis James and William E. Dodge, in which he no- 
tified the Commissioners that he had begun suit 
against the city, claiming that the Dock Depart- 
ment has unlawfully made use of the wharfage 
and bulkhead rights in front of Nos. 315 and 316 
West-street since 1878. He lays claim to 
an annual rentage of $2,500. His clients are 
willing to settle the matter without having re- 
course tc the courts, and name $30,000 as their 
price for giving up their rights to the wharf and 
bulkhead in front of their premises, Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer said the claim was a just one, 
and he was of the opinion that any jury would 
award a judgment against the city. He said he 
approved of the pian to buy up the claim, but 
he thought $30,000 was a tritie too high. 

* Let us agree on some price,?’ he said: ** say 
$550 a foot, making in all $27,500 for the 50 feet 
owned by the claimants.” 

This appeared satisfactory tothe other mem- 
bers of the board, but it was agreed to ask the 
Controller and Lawyer Coffin to meet in the 
Dock Department oftice next Friday afternoon 
to discuss with the Commissioners plans for a 
settlement.

NICHOLAS PLAYS THE ORGAN. 
cael 
A TREMENDOUS CROWD TURN OUT TO SEE 
HIM PAY AN ELECTION BET. 

Nicholas Shaffer created a much greater 
sensation in financial circles yesterduy than he 
ever has done before, and probably than he ever 
willagain. Nicholas is 2 specimen election bet- 
tor, one of the species that wager to make fools 
of themselves in case the man they vote for is not 
elected. He isa porter in the employ of Kidder, 
Peabody & Co., and the bet be made was that if 


Cleveland were elected he would play a hand or- 
gan all through Nassau, Wall, and Broad streets, 
starting from the corner of Broadway and 
Maiden-lane.and if Blaine bad been elected Jacob 
Etzel, the proprietor of the old Wasbington 
Headquarters at Broad and Pearl streets, was to 
make music over the same course. 

Cleveland being elected, Mr. Etzel appointed 
yesterday afternoon for Nicholas to pay his bet, 
and Nicholas was obliged to reluctantly consent. 
The hour fixed for the start was 1 o’ciock, but at 
noon a crowd had begun to vather,and at the 
hour appointed for Nicholas to appear with his 
hand organ Maiden-lane was thronged from 
Broadway to Nassau-street, so that it was almost 
impossible for wagons and carriages to get 
through. But Nicholas did not put inanap- 
pexrance, and the throng still continued to grow 
in numbers. Every one who came along Broad- 
way inquired what was the matter, and then wait- 
ed to see the show, and at 2 o0’clock Broudway 
was almost blockaded by the multitude that 
bulged out from Maiden-lane. The steps of the 
business houses on both corners were crowded 
with men and nota few women; all the wagons 
and trucks that stopped in the street were in- 
stantly swarming with boys, and the throng in 
Maiden-lane completely packed the thorough- 
fare froin side to side, so that traffic was diverted 
into other streets. The throng comprised weil- 
dressed brokers and merchants, clerks and sales- 
men from the banks and business houses, idlers, 
loafers, and pickpockets, wlio were in the crowd 
to see what they could make, and so many tele- 
graph messengers as to vive the impression that 
the companies had sent all their boysout for # 
holiday. 

Although there had been no signs of the com- 
ing of Nicholas by 2:80 o’ciock, the crowd did 
not become impatient. It simply stood calmly 
and waited. Small boys occasionally created a 
diversion and a rush by suddenly shouting, 
“Here he comes!” but he came not until 3 
o’clock. Before him 10 citizens appeared with 
blue badges on their coats, and at 3 o'clock acab 
suddenly whirled around the corner, stopped in 
Broadway, and Nicholas alighted. He was scared 
all but to death when he observed the vastness 
of thethrong that had gathered to witness his 
musical efforts, and his tace turned pale and his 
limbs trembied beneath him. The organ was 
taken from thecab und Nicholas put the strap 
over his shoulders and started down Maiden- 
lane, while the throng applauded ina contin- 
uous roar. Bis 10 henchmen, preceded by asquad 
of policemen, who forced a passage for the 
organ, carried little bags with which they sojic- 
ited subscriptions for the Bartholdi pedestal 
fund. Nicholas was too badly scared to play the 
organ at first, but he finally ground out ** Yankee 
Doodle,” and the crowds fowied and shouted 
frantically. Down Maiden-lane the procession 
proceeded, followed by a rabble 5.000 strong, 
which was increased fromevery lateral street by 
hundreds of other men und boys. A big crowd 
was waiting at Wall and Broad streets, and the 
steps of the Sub-Treasury Building were 
thronged, but after this point the enthusiasin 
began to wane. Still, several thoussnd small 
boys followed down Broad-street to the Wash- 
ineton Headquarters, where poor Nicholas was 
glad to escape inside nnd was dismissed with a 
wild howl of admiration.
